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THE ORIGIN OF (COFFEE. 


Why-the Berry DeSes Production In 
the United States. 

As to the history of coffee, the legend 
runs that it was first found growing 
wild in Arabia. Hadji Omar, a dervish, 
discovered It in 1285, 617 years ago. He 
was dying of hunger in the wilderness, 
when, finding some small round ber- 
ries, he tried to eat them, but they were 
bitter. He tried roasting them, and 
these he finally steeped in some water 
held in the hollow of his hand and 
found the decoction as refreshing as if 
he had partaken of solid food. He hur. 
tied back to Mocha, from ‘which he had 
been banished, and, inviting the wise 
men to partake of his discovery, they 
Were so well pleased with it that they 
made Liu 1 saint. : 

The story Is told that coffee was In- 
troduced Into the West Indies in 1723 
by Chirac, a French physician, who 
gave a Norman gentleman of the name 
of De Clieux, a captain of infantry on 
his way to Martinique, a single plant. 
The sea voyage was @ stormy one, the 
veasel was driven out of ber course, and 
drinking water became 50 scarce that 
it was distributed In rations. De Clieux, 
with an affection for his ‘coffee plant, 
divided bis portion of water with it and 
succecded In bringing It to Martinique, 
although weak, not in a bopeless condl- 
tion. There he planted It In bis garden, 
protected It with a fence of thorns and 
Watched It dally until the end of the 
year, when he gatbered two pounds of 
coffee, which he distributed among the 
{nbabitants of the Island to be planted 


.by them, From Martinique coffee trees 


In turn were sent to Santo Domingo, 
Guadaloupe and other neighboring is- 
lands, 

The coffee tree Is an evergreen shrub, 
srowing, in its natural state, toa height 
of fourteen to eighteen feet. It ts usu- 
ally kept trimmed, however, for con- 
venience In picking the berries, which 
gtow along the branches close to the 
leaves and resemble In shape and color 
ordinary cherries. The tree cannot be 
grown abore the frost line, neither can 
it be successfully grown In the tropics. 
The most successful climate for produc 
tion is that found at an altitude of 
about 4,000 feet. Anything much above 
this is in danger of frost, which is fatal 
to the tree, and when coffee Is grown 
much below this it requites artificial 
shade, which materially increases the 
cost of production and does not produce 
as marketable berries. It is owing to 
this particular requirement that coffee 
has never been successfully produced 
in the United States.—Success.

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CURIOUS LEGENDS THAT FLOURISH 
IN-THE ANCIENT: TOWN. 





Its Picturesque Streets, With Thetr 
Quaint Customs and Traditions ané 
Singular Nameo—The Stery ef the 
Street ef the Raven, 


Every pld city has its legends, its 
Stories, its peculiar customs and its 
characteristic quarters. Of all the cit- 
ies in the new world, Mexico has clus- 
tered within it more of legend, history, 
tradition and quaint customs and peo- 
ple than any other. Almost every 
street has its story, and these stories 
cover all the gamut of the picturesque, 
the horrible, the sentimental and the 
pathetic. ‘ z 

In its early history the City of Mex- 
ico was divided into wards, or quar- 
ters, each one of which was the special 
home of some trade or profession. 
There was the street or quarter of the 


roskers, of the butchers, of the watch- 
makers, of the silk merchants, of the 
wine sellers and so on. There was 
even the street of the coffin makers. 
Many of these old names still exist, 
though the caste-like character of the 
streets has somewhat changed. One of 
the most fashionable streets of the city 
is Plateros, the street of the allver- 
smiths, Even today there are more 
Jewelry shops on this street than any 
other kind of business, and here stil! 
are to be found the most fashionable 
Jewelry and art curio stores of the city, 

The street of the coffin makers still 
exists and ts now very appropriately 
known as the Street of Death. It isa 
narrow lane, running the length of 
only one block. 

Cinco de Mayo (th of May) street 
was named in commemoration of the 
decisive advantage gained by Mexican 
troops over the French, which took 
Place upon that date. This naming of 
streets, parks and public places after 
dates {s common in Spanish countries. 

One end of Cinco de Mayo street en- 
ters the Zocalo, the principal square of 
the city. The Zocalo bas seen many 
historic happenings. There in olden” 
times was the great temple of the Az 
tecs, which was, with its accompanying 
base or pyramid, larger than St. Pe- 
ter’s at Rome, the largest church bulld- 
ing in tho world. There, too, was the 
palace of Montezuma, fn fact, two pal- 
aces, both noted, one the old, In which 
were quartered Cortez and his officers, 
n building whose vast size excited the 
nthulration of even the Spaniards them- 
selves, used as they were to the vast 
structures of the Moors of their day, 
which still existed in Spain tn all their 
splendor. 

On the Zocalo, too, is the Cathedral 
of Mexico, the third largest church 
building in the world, which occupied 
100 years In bullding. On this public 
square the common people believed for 
a long time that the ghost of the anfor- 
funste Aztec emperor, Montezuma, 
wandered at night lamenting the loss of 
empire and the destruction of his peo 
ple. Evert today the humbler folk be- 
lieve that a tunnel connects the cathe- 
dral with the castle of Chapultepec, the 
presidential residence, three antl a half 
uiiles away, at the end of the Paseo de 
la Reforma, one of the finest and no- 
blest public drives fn the world. 

One of the historic streets of Mexico 
is Mariscala. This faces the ‘north side 
of the Alameda, the largest and most 
fashionable park of the city. It was 
along this street that the arwy of Cor 
tez, the great conqucror of Mexico, 
passed on the “dismal night” when be 
was driven from the city by the Aztecs. 
On this street, too, occurred some of 
the most desperate fighting on that ter- 
rible night. There the Spaniards were 
able to do nothing against the tiger-like 
ferocity and fanaticism of tho Aztecs. 

Qn the opposite side of the Alameda 
ia Avenida Juarez, named after the 
great Mexican reformer, who bad freed 
the country from the grinding rule of’ 
the church, This Is a wide, well pared 
street aud on account of its width and 
Its central location Is the scene of all 
the publile proceasions, especially those 
of a clvle character. This street Is a 
continuation of the great public drive, 
the Paseo de la Reforma. 

Many of the streets have very curious 
namea, For instance, there ure the 
Street of the Lost Child, the Strect of 
Peace. the Street of the Arty that of 
the Weod Cwla, the Deer, Sorrow, the 
Sad Indiaw. the Holy Ghost, of Christ, 
of Jeaua, of the Sanctlied Virgin, of the 
Vurifled Virgin, of Death and the Lune 
of the Rat. All of these have atorics 
connected with them, Many of the 
streets Lave names that sound Implous 
to norikern ears. But there Is no more 
thought of Implety in naming them 
than there fs in calling a boy Jesus. The 
Street of the Holy Ghost was orlginal- 
ly the Street of the Church of the Holy 
Ghost. So on with the other streets 
bearing snered names. This curlous, {n- 
congruous use of sacred names is to be 
frequently noted In Mexico. 

The streets of Mexico commemorate 
{le names of many famous rulers. They 
also record the names of desperate 
characters, There is the Street of Don 
Juan Manuel, who committed ‘murder 
In defense of Lis own honor, which be

ANCIENT. DISEASE. 


Smalipex Virst Described by Arabs 
Im Sixth Century. 
. The literary as well as the pathologic 
history of smallpox presents many 
items of very special interest. All read- 
¢rs of the clouded annals of the “AMid- 
dle Ages” are acquainted with the fact 
that Arabian writers were for many 
centuries the recognized apostles of phi- 
losophy and physical science—Including 
the sundry departments of medicine 
and surgery—to the various nations of 
western Europe. And it Is to one of 
these, Abu Bekker Mobammed ben 
Zechariah (A.D. 850-032), the earliest 
and most original of all the great Mos- 
lem physicians, that medical science 
and medical literature are indebted for 
the first recognition of smallpox as a 
distinct disease and Sts frat description 
in written language. This vencrable au- 
thority is generally known to posterity 
as Rhares, a name which he derived 
from Ral, the place of his birth. His 
original description of this formidable 
disease bas been made familiar to Eng- 
lish inqulrera through the medium of 
Dr. Greenhill's translation. In addition 
to his observations on discase proper 
the powers of observation of Rhases in 
physiognomy are demonstrated by such 
items of information as, “Aman with 
large ears is stupid, but long Ilved," 
and In rational therapeutica by bis rec 
ommendation of the practice of the 
game of chess as a cure for melan- 
cholla, The antiquity of smallpox is, 
as might well be expected, lost In the 
midst of ages, but the definite state-

that-it frst appeared in the Abyssinian 
army of Abraba at the siege of Mecca 
in the course of the so called “Elephant 
war” of A. D. 569 (or 571). The legend 
{s given as follows by one of their best 
historians, Tabari: “Thereupon came 
the birds of the sea in flocks, every one 
with three stones, in the claws two, and 
in the beak one; and they threw the 
stones upon them. Wherever one of 
these stones struck there arose an eri! 
wound, and pustules all ever. At that 
time the smallpox first appeared and 
the bitter trees. The stones undid them 
wholly. Thereafter God sent a torrent 
which carried them away and swept 
them into the sea.” Eren one of the 
elephants, having ventured within the 
sacred inclosures, waa struck by a stone 
and fell a victim to the smallpox. 
Among the bitter plants which also ap- 
peared at that date for the first time, 
the rue and colcynth are especially 
mentioned.

UNDER THE CHERRY TREF, 

P to ihe days of Indiana’s early 

statehood, probably as late as 

1825, there stood, In what is 

now the beautiful Ittle city 


-of Vincennes on the Wabash, the de-. 


caylog remnant of an old and curiously 
gnarled cherry tree known as the 
Roussillon tree, le cerisier de Monsieur 
foussillon, as the French Inhabitants 
called {t, which as long as It lived bore 
fruit remarkable for richness of favor 
and peculiar dark ruby depth of color. 
The exact spot where this noble old 
seedling from In belle France flourished, 
declined and died cannot be certaloly 
pointed out, for in the rapid and lappy 
growth of Vincennes many Jaudmarks 
once notable, aiumong them le cerisier 
de Monsieur Roussillon, have been de- 
stroyed and the spots where they stood, 
once familiar to every eye in old Vin- 
cennes, are now lost in the pleasant 
confusion of the new town. 

The old, twisted, gum embossed 
cherry tree survived every other dis- 
tinguishing feature of what was once 
the most picturesque ond romantic 
place in Vincennes. Just north of it 
stood, In the early French days, a low, 
rambling cabin surrounded by rude 
yerandas overgrown with grapeviues. 
‘This was the Roussillon place, the most 
pretentious home in all the Wabash 
country. Its owner was Gaspard ltous- 
sillon, a successful trader with the In- 





Mans. Ife wiisx rich, for tlie time ana 
the place, intlucntial to a degree, a 
aia of some education, who had 
brought with him to the wilderness 2 
bundle of books and a taste for redd- 
ins. 

It is not known just when Vincennes 
was firat founded, but most historluns 
make the probable date very early in 
the elghtecuth century, somewhere be- 
tween 1710 and 1730. In 1810 the 
Roussillon cherry tree was thought by 
n distinguished botanical letter writer 
to be at least fifty years old, which 
would make the date of its planting 
about 1760. . Certainly, as shown by the 
thine stained family records upon which 
this story .of ours Js based, Jt was a 
flourishing and wide topped tree in 
the early summer of 1778, Its branches 
loaded to drooping with lusclous: fruit. 
So Jow did the dark red clusters hung 
at one polut that a tall young girl 
standing on the grguud easily reached 
the best ones and made ber lips purple 
with thelr fulce while she ate thom. 

That was Joug ngo, meastred by 
what has come to pass on the gentle 
ewell of rich country from gvhich Vin- 
cennes oyfrlooks the Wabash. The 
hew town flourishes notably and its 
appearance marks the Intest limit of 
progress. Electric cars In Its streets, 
electric Ights in its beautiful Lomes, 
the roar of railwsy traina comlug and 
golug ir. all directions, bieycles whirl- 
ns hither and thither, the most fash- 


en ns 


Yonable styles or equipages Srrom,_ 
brougham to pony pbacton, make the 
days of filntlock guns and buckskin 
trousers seem ages down the past, and 
yet we are looking back over but a 
ttle more than 120 years to see Alice 
Roussillon standing under 2 cheery 
tree and holding high a tempting clus- 
ter of frult. while a short humpbacked | 
youth looks up with longing eyes and 
vainly reaches for it. The tableau is 
not merely rustic; it is primitive.

SORROWFUL LOT OF WIDOWHOOD 
MAY BE FULL OF CONSOLATION. 





CURIOUS: TITLE 1S PROVED. 


Rich in All That stakes Life Traly Great 
and Happy—Widows Bich ta Oppor 
tenities te De Double Service in Life 
—Beeeme Father as Well as Mether— 
Their Histerics Rieh in Inspiring Kx- 
amples of Duty Well Dene.

Chicago, Nov. 1.—The consolation 


and encouragement that religion af- 
fords in the sorrowful and distressing, 
lot of widowhood are pointed out 
by the preacher in this sermon on the 
text Luke vil, 12, *‘And she was a 
widow."’ 

The rich widow! Who ever heard 
of such a title for a sermon on this 
text? Detter call her ‘“‘the poor 
‘widow,’ ‘‘the friendless “widow,” 
“the dying widow'’—sanything but 
“the rich widow."' ‘This funcral pro- 
cession winding its way out of the 
Syrian city is one of the most path- 
otic spectaciea of the gospel history. 
How much heartbreak is contained in 
those three phrases, ‘‘A dead man, 
the only son of his mother, and she 
was o widow!” In Arizona is » 
mountain aptly named ‘‘Starvation 
peak.’’ There the Indians many de- 
cadea ago drove the Spaniards and 
hemmed them in and kept them until 
for the want of food the little band 
of living men were changed into’ a 
band of decomposing corpses. So 
this text Is one of the ‘Starvation 
peaks’? among the gospel hills, It is 
the place where a wife first lost her 
husband, her breadwinner. And now 
‘a wife without her husband and a 
mother with only a cold body for 
her son Is slowly wending her way to 
the cemetory. She was a wife and a 
mother only of the grave. ‘The rich 
widow?" Nonsense! Change the 
title. Call it ‘the poor widow of 
Starvation peak."* 

No, my brother, I want to keep 
the title I have chosen. 1 want to 
show how even a woman so desolate 
as the one in the text may find con- 
solation in life and in the porform- 
ance of her duty and in the sympathy 
of humanity, and, more than all, in 
the resources of divine power her life 
may become rich for herself and for 


others. I have xceen too many aitl- 
fectives hitched to this heroic and 
conquering nominative. I believe 


thousands and tens of thousands of 
mothors who have been bereft of the 
companion who once stood with them 
at the marriage altar have attained 
true and abiding wealth. They have 
been rich in all that makes life truly 
happy, great and good; rich in theie 
opportunities to do a double service 
in life. To their children they have 
become father as well as mother; rich 
in thelr inspiring examples of dutics 
well done; rich in the faith with 
which their trials lcd them to tost the 
goodness and greatness of God; rich 
in the heights and depths and lengths 
and breadths of their love, and, above 
all, rich in eternal as well as tempor- 
al rewards, 

‘The widow is rich in her oppor- 
tunitics of maternal usefulness; rich 
because all the physical, mental and 
spiritual resources of her nature aro 
developed in the strugzle which her 
loneliness involves; rich becuuse for 
her children every word she speaks 
and every thought sho thinks and ev- 
ery deed she perforins shall bring 
forth their maximum of results for 
‘good or evil. For her offspring every 
mountain which she has to climb can 
become a gold mine and every thicket 
into which she has tc plunge a benk 
of roses and every shower of teats 
can return os ao torsing, tumbling 
fountain and every land for her can 
become a harvest field of yellow 
grain or of white checked, sweet 
scented clover tops. Literally, by 
taking away a wife's husband, God 
makes it possible for a widow with 
children to make more out of her 
life, in a inaternal cena, than in any 
other way. At once, by the mere 
fact of widowhood, she becomes the 
father, the mother, the dreadwinner, 
the gyide and the all in all for her 
offapring. 

Now, every one should want to 
muako the most out of his life. There 
fore, O widow, ought you not to fecl 
honored because God has singled you 
out as one of his favorite daughters 
for great and vital work? A few 
years ago the United Statcs—north, 
east, south and west—united its many 
voices’ in praising the grentest of 
Aucrican furists, John Marshall, who 
year after year ax chief justice of the 
supreme court rendered the decisions 
whith inade it possible for the United 
States government at Washington to 
be what it is to-day. Shall you, O 
widow, not feel honored In the same 
Way as we honor John Marshall, 
since God has placed you in a post- 
tion whero your children and, vour 
chileren’s children may be molded 
and started forth into Christian use- 
fulness by the consecration and faith- 
fulners of your life? In the glorious 
opportuniticn which have core to 
you in reference to your children you 
are rich! You are magnificently and 
gloriously rich. God has made. you 
sole guardian of your little ones. 

Oh, the paternal as well as the ma- 
ternal opportunities which are offered 
to the consecrated Christian widow- 
hood of the present century! Some 
time ago a beautiful faced lady was 
going through one of the great de- 
partinent stores in Columbus, 0. She 
saw there a large eyed, wistful look- 
ing cash boy, who was watching her 
and her son. *‘My child,"’ said “she, 
“would you like to go home and be 
my little boy?

Cooling the Dilk. ine 
There are two ways of cooling milk 
that must be kept: over night before 
being sent to the cheese factory, One 
isto give it a good stirring, and 
the other is to sct the can in cold 
water, ig 


object of cooling milk is to prevent 
it souring, and souring is tho result 
of the development of bactoria. 
Cooling milk by stirring it and ex- 
posing it to tho air tends to prevent 
souring, but it also exposes the milk 
to the danger of being contaminated 
with bacteria, always present in the 
air, which causes bad flavora in the 
cheese. This fact emphasizes tho im- 
portance of stirring the milk, where 
that process is necessary to cool It, 
in pure alr. The air a few foot from 
tho barn is generally the most 
heavily laden with germs, and con- 
sequently, the milk should not -be 
exposed any more than is noccssary 
near the barn, but should bo strain- 
ed and otherwise handled some dis 
tance away, and ina place shere 
curronts of alr do not carry contami- 
nation from the bam to the milk. 
Cooling the milk with {co or water 
would be the better way, where 
or cold water could bo had, as this 
exposes the milk Joss to contamina- 
tion. In such cascs sufficient stir 
ring could ba given te cool all parts 
of the milk as quickly as potsioie, 
Aerating should also bo practiced 
turnips or other 
strong-emelling foods are given tho 
cows, but the uso of such foods is 
not to be commended. Stirring the 
milk for an hour or more just over 
the barnyard fence, or anywhcre 
near the barnyard, cannot bo too 
strongly condemned, as it adds to 
the cheesomaker's troubles and tends 
to InJuro tho quality of all the checse 
mado.at the factory, by carrying to 
it gorms that caure bad flavors and 
pinholes in the finished product. 








Mints to Begianers. 

In breeding beef cattle, the points 
upon which we should lay most stress 
aro: first, constitution; sccond, qual- 
ity; and, third, all the sizo we can 
get without losing sight of quality. 
To have a good fecder we inust have 
constitution. To Iead the show, or 
get the top pricc, we must have 
quality, and then the larger the 
bettor. I would say to any young 
beginner, in speaking of Shorthorna: 
Don’t be led away by any color 
craze. Hod, white and roan are all 
good colcrs, If you are starting to 
breed Shorthorn cattle, go to some 
reliablo breeder and try to select 
something good to begin with. Feed 
them well, and breed the females to 
the best bulls you can find. Should 
you not have a bull of your own, do. 
not neglect the Intter mattor, even 
if you have to scnd the cows twenty 
or thirty miles for service. Attend 
diligently to these matters, and the 
chances aro that in ten years you 
will have good cattle to show and 
Sell, and the men who want good 
cattle will come to you to buy anl- 
mals to improvo their herds. Aim to 
breed to the thick-fleshed, short-leg- 
ged, good handlers. They always 
do well. Do not lose sight of having 
the cows fair good milkers, and do 
not got discouraged if all your young 
stock do not come up to your stand- 
ard. If you get a sire that docs not 
suit your females, get rid of him 
and look for another. Attend all the 
fairs and show your stock, You may 
not make any money, but you will 
foarn what will be worth money to 
you later on in the business.—T. 
Specrs, in London Farmer's Advo- 
cate.

‘some Potats ‘About the. Art of Wee- 
tng Peaceful Slumber, 

All conditions must be favorable to 
sleep, The bedroom should be quict, 
dark and airy. In winter it is better to 
have tho window away up than to shut 
it a0 that a knife edged draft shall chill 
an exposed shoulder. The temperature 
of the bed should be agreeable. Getting 
to sleep when the feet are cold is as 
slow « job as getting. to sleep when 
hungry. A hot water bottle In one case 
and a plece of brend and butter iu the 
other will belp things. I leave it to you 
to decide which fs for which. A warm 
bed in winter Is easily got, but a cool 
bed fn summer Is not so simple a propo- 
sition: ‘However, a sheet made of straw, 
matting interposed between the regular 
sheet and the mattress will be found to 
-mitigate, sensibly the horrors of a hot. 
bight. It preserves the softness and 
springiness of the bed and yet Is pleas- 
antly cool, without being too cool. Per- 
sonally I find that sleep comes soonest 
when [ bare no pillows at all. 

The next thing is ‘to relax utterly. 
Remember that the corner of the jaw Is 
the citadel of tension. While that is 
clinched no-sloep can come. But most 
Important of all is the disposition of the 
mind so that sleep can‘come. The rea- 
son why we fail In this is the same as 
{he reason why we fai! in other things, 
We do not very genuinely want to suc- 
ceed. As we He stretched out after a 
busy day, there are so many thoughts 
that wo want to chase after that we 
drop the notion of sleep, though we 
know that tomorrow is another day on 
which we can think.- It {x all very well 
to say “Dismiss these thoughts.” How 
to* dismiss them ts the problem that 
each must solve.—Harvey Sutheriand 
In Everybody's Magazine.

Niagara Falls, Nov. 4.—The labor- 
ers’ strike at the power construction 
works of the three Canadian compan- 
ies is practically at an end. ‘I'wenty 
Italinns, the ringleaders of the riot- 
ers, were arrested yesterday  after- 
noon and locked in the Niagara town 
jail. The man who made the me 
derous attack ypop young Hamilton 

Jay et aaa tho humbe?, 
companics involved are deter- 
suined to stick to their original de- 
claration of wage reduction in the 
face of any opposition. The feeling 
favoring retrenchment is strong. With 
thousands of men available at tho 
Wago they offer, they declare they 
aro prepared to dispense with every 
laborer at present on tho jot sooner 
than give in. The militin was rein- 
forced and twenty more special con- 
stables sworn in.

New York, Nov. 4.—After a re 
markuble campaign in which there 
was united against him nearly all of 
thy newspapers, and practically every 
tuinister of religion in the city, 
George LB. McUleHan, son of the 
civil war general, was yesterday elec- 
ted third Mayor of Greater New 
York, over Seth Low, Fusionists, 
the present Mayor, by the large 
plurality of about 70,000. 

Edward M. Grout was elected 
comptroller, and ries V. Fornes, 
president of the Board of Aldermen. 
These two men werg originally og 
the Fusion ticket, and were endorsed 
hy Tammany, whereupon the Fusion- 
istn took their names from the Low 
vallots and nominated other canii- 
dates. 

Public Opinion Changed. 

Tae result. shows a tremendous 
change of . public sentiment since 
Low's clection two years ago, when 
he won by 31,632. At that time he 
carried all the boroughs but Queen's.

7o7, and in Ricnmond 763, In 
Queen's, Sheppard, Democrat, had a 
plurality of 561. Yesterday McClel- 
lan carried Manhattan and the Bronx 
hy about 58,000, a gain of 63,000, 
Mrookiyn by about 6,000, a gain of 
23,000, and Queen's by about 5,000, 
a gain of more than 4,000, This mak- 
en a total net gain for McClellan of 
about 103,000 as compared 
with Sheppani’s voto of two year 
ago.

THE CODE IN ANCIENT TIASES 


Famous Duel In the Days of Good 
- Queen Anne. - 

In the reign of good Queen Anne 
duels ‘were no k frequent than in 
the rowdy, riotous days of Charles II. 
Lord Mohun, a dissolute, remorseless 
nobleman, was the terror of honest 
London citizens at this time, and 
many were the infamous escapades in 
which he played chief character. He 
was guilty of one act which bears no 
other name than that of murder—the 
Killing of poor Mountford, the actor, 
in cold blood because he endeavored to’ 
protect the honor of Mrs. Bracegirdle, 
the famous and beautiful actress, It 
was Lord Mobun who fought and kill- 
ed the Duke of Hamilton. an affalr 
which all will remember who have 
read Thackeray's great norel, “Es 
mond.” 

The duel was fought with swords in 
Hyde park, the challenge having been 
sent by Mohun to the duke, who liad. 
with perfect accuracy, stated that one 
of Mobun'a creatures “bad ncither 
truth nor justice in bim.” The Duke 
of Hauillton recelved a wound iu the 
right side of the leg about seven Inches 
long, another In the right arm, a third 
in the upper part of the breast, run- 
ning downward toward the body; a 
fourth on the outside of the left leg. 

Lord Mohun himscif was mortally 
wounded, receiving a large wound In 
the groin, another In the right side 
through the body, in which the swore 
plunged right up to the hilt, and 1 
third In his arm. ‘There Is no doubt 
he rightly deserved his death, because, 
departing from the rules of fence 
among men of honor, be shortened bis 
sword, thrust under his opponent's 
guard and stabbed the duke In the 
manner of a common assassin. 








Mayen Ie the Most Famous, and the 
‘Taal Comes Next. 

The most famous Vuillppine volcano 
and one of the finest volcano cones in 
the world fs that of Mayon. Its height 
is 8,070 fect, and the volcano Is visible 
at a great distance. Since 1766 records 
have been kept of Its eruptions. In 
that year many plantations und vil- 
lages were buricd under a stream of 
lava which fowed dowa Us castern 
slope. About 1,200 lives were fost in 
the eruption of 1814, which boricd the 
country around a part of the base of 
Mayon under the outpourings of lava 
and dust, A similar calamity In 1825 
destroyed the ves of about 1.500 per- 
sons. In the ninctecath century there 
were a number of severe eruptions, in- 
cluding one fn 188G-S7 which continued 
about nine months: An eruption in 
1897 killed 350 persons and destroyed 
‘much property. ‘Twenty-two violent 
eruptions of this volcano are on record. 

Next to Mayon the Taal volcano Is 
the most remarkable. ‘It Is on an Is- 
laud in the take of Borbon. and the !s- 
land, Unit up vy Its outpourings, bas 
an area of 220 square miles. The vol- 
cano 13 incessantly ejecting dust and 
vapor from Its crater, Taal, as well ns 
Mayon, Las been the center of numer- 
ous destructive earthquakes, but no 
very great cruption has occurred since 
18G4, when four villages around the 
motntain were completely destroyed.— 
Bulletin of American Geographical 
Society.

Hippocrates, who tired 400 1. C., was 
a skillful surgeon. aud discoveries by 
Ebers and others in Exypt prove that 
the anclent Egyptiaus practiced sur- 
gery, with sultable fustruments, nearly 
6,000 years ago. 

Among the six bermetic books of 
medicine wientioned by Clemevt of 
Alexandria was one devoted to sur 
gical jostruments, The Grecks are 
thovght to bave learned the Hindso 
methods, and the Homans were skilled 
in surgery. ( 

How Hens Nooas. . 

The mechanisin of the leg and foot of 
a chicken or other bird that roosts on 
a Umb Is a inarvel of design. It often 
seems strange that a bird will sitona 
roost and sleep all night without fall- 
ing off, but the explanation Is perfectly 
simple. The tendon of the lez of a 
bird that roosts Is so arranged that 
when the feg Is bent at the knee the 
claws are bound to contract and thus 
hold with a sort of death grip the limb 
round which they are placed. Put a 
chicken’s fect on your wrist and then 
make the bird sit Gown and you will 
have a practical tllustratlon on sour 
skin that you will remember for some 
thne. By this singular arrangement, 
seen only in such birds ns roost, they 
will rest comfortably and uever think 
of holding on, for it is impossible for 
them to let go till they stand up.

DIFFERENCES BETWEEN UPLAND AND 
HOT LAND MEXICANS. 





Why the Characteristics of the Peo- 
ple In the Two Sections of Mexico 
Are So Unlike—Effects of Two Cen- 
turies of Serfdom. ; 


‘There is no country in the world that 
presenta more strange contrasts of 
land and people, habits and customs, 
heat and cold, than Mexico. The table- 
Innds of the country are a mile and a 
half higher than the coast lands, and 
between these there are to be found 
all gradations of climate. This fact 
lends much of the picturesque and 
strange to Mexico and gives it a va- 
rlety in all things possessed by few, it 
any, countries In the world. Of all the 
inhabltants of Mexico, the life of the 
people of the hot country is the most 
interesting. This !s, strange to say, die 
to the fact that there the people have 
ever more of freedom than in 
the colder localities. For two centuries 
or more the great mass of people of the 
uplands were slaves, They tolled in 
the inines,with a guard of soldiers set 
orer them: they built the public roads; 
they worked the ranches, farms and 
haciendas for masters who gave them 
scarcely more than the food they ate. 
The great farms of the uplands hare 
ever required sure help, and so each 
ranchman had bis serfs. Mapy estates 
possessed bundreds of them. Thus all 
Individuallty was crushed out of the 
lower class, and the terrible effect of 
this condition of things Is stlil evident. 

‘The people of the hot lands fured bet- 
ter, because there it was much easier 
to mnke a Iiving and much, harder to 
bold very inrge baciendas. For this 
reason the characteristics of the people 
are quite distinct from those of thelr 
brethren of the upland plateaus. In 
the hot lands many Indians still claim 
to hold in right of inberitance from 
remote ancestors portions of land each 
in bis own individual right. There, 
too, the mayor of the village or town 
| hokls office so long as be pleases the 
mass of the people. In the uplands 
it has been the custom of the rich and 
powerful to distribute offices of all 
kinds as part of their prerogative of 
birth and wealth. The lower classes 
| of the uplands, although they pow 
have tbe advantage of a fairly good 

public system of education and are be- 
coming gradually educated, are in the 
main a distinctively unambitious peo 
ple. They were so long tu semislavery 
that they feel that the world of the 
middle and upper cinss people is be- 
youd them. They have, therefore, no 
interest in anything outside thelr clr 
cle of friends and acquaintances—that 
Is,"in n political way. But not so to 
many hot country villages aud com- 
munitics. ‘There the Indian bas ever 
been more or less a factor in the Ife 
of the community in which he resided. 

On the uplands there are long 
stretches of more or less bare lands, 
with mountains rising up boldly in the 
background. In many parts during 
the dry season the tand 1s almost bar- 
Ten of vegetation. But in the hot coun- 
try grow tall and shady. trees and 
thick undergrowth. Everything grows 
nimost without attention. from the 
hand of man, and set, strange to ray, 

the peon, or laboring man, is there 
more ambitious and a better worker 
than the peon of the colder uplands, 
This 1s not natural and is ouly ex- 
plained by the different conditions in 
which they have passed the last 400 
years. Serfdom on the uplands extin- 
guished all ambition in the lower class. 

The lower class of the hot country 
people. are fond of social life, and al- 
most nny night or early evenlug the 
year throughout one may find groups 
of people in a Jittle Indian village 
gathered together and entertaining one 
another in front of some one of the 
houses or on the public square, which 
every Mexican town, however small, 
possesses, with music, songs and occa- 
sionally dancitg.—Modern Mexico,

OZONE FOR SKYSCRAPERS. 


Mow Fresh Alr Is Supplied In the 
Modern Tall Belldings. 
Hundreds of men and women are 
boxed up all day long in little cages 
on every floor of the modern office 
building. Yet this mass of huddled 
humanity never suffers from any lack 
of fresh air. The ventilation Is per- 
fect, a fact which often surprises for 

eign architects. 

The delivery of fresh alr into a sky- 
scraper is ns big a busiess ns the de 
livery of water or elcctricity. it is not 
left tochance, Cold, fresh air is forced 
into the building by a blowing engine 
and passes through large ducts and 
controlling registers to the different 
rooms, In winter this air is heated 
by passing through colls of steam 
pipes. 

Often the blower ts arranged to de- 
liver both bot and cold air, and the 
ducts aro provided with mixing valves 
which can be set to combine the two 
in any required proportion.

Bad air is got rid of by wall regis 
ters near the floor through which the 
vitiated air escapes Into ducts which 
lead to a large common outlet above 
the roof. These ducts may be of shect 
fron or they may be of tile built fn 
the wall like chimney flues, Some- 
times they are large spaces inclosed in 
the upper parts of the corridors by 
false ceilings. 

In other cnses the bad alr Is taken 
to the basement and discharged by an 
exhaust fan into a tall outside shaft 
used for that purpose only.

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LEFT. HANDED. WICKEDNESS, 
Results of an Unusual Investigation . 


_|~ by Professor Lombrose. 

Professor Cesare Lombzoso, the Ital- 
fan scientist skilled In detecting traces 
of abnormality, explains in the North 
American Review the imperfections of 
the left handed. 

Teople who are more agile with the 
left than with the right hand are most 
Uumerous among “woulen, children, 
Savages and criminals." ‘The percent: 
age Is about 4 per cent among men 
(operat and soWiers), 5:19 3 pe 
cent eee one wonen and about the 
sae amoug lunatics: 

But among criminals Professor Mar- 
ro found 13 per cent of the men and 22 
per cent of the women left handed. 
Swindlers offered a greater percentage, 
no less than 33, and murierers and 
ravishers only from 9 to 10 per cent. 

Professor Lombroso also discusses 
the far more complex subject of “left 
sidedness.” Certain people are more 
sensitive upon the left side than upon 
the right. ‘This condition has no con- 
nection with Icft handedness and is 
highest in lunatics, 44 per cent. 

Parrots are left handed, and so are 
lions. Iollet found in twenty-seven 
monkeys the left shoulder heavier than 
the right. 

Women, children and primitive races 
make gestures and simple morements 
from right to left. This is why wom- 
en button thelr garments in a different 
direction from men and why early 
languages, Uke the Arabic, are writ- 
ten from right to left. Very old chro- 
hometers were wound from right to 
left, not from left to right, as at pres- 
ent. 

However, Professor Lombroso hedges 
by saying: “One can without difficulty 
find among good men real left banded- 
ness, as among the greatest erildocrs 
there are some who have not that char 
acteristic. Ido not dream at all of say- 
fog that all left handed people are wick- 
ed, but that left handedness, united to 
many other tralts, may contribute to 
form one of the worst characters 
among the buman species,”

Rie de la Plata and Its Vaet Dasin 
In South America, 

The river system: of the Plate, or of 
the Kilo de Ia lata, is one of the most 
wonderful Jn the world.

It Ia an white man's country. The ba- 
sin of the Amazon ts tropical and mala- 
rious, That of the Pinte {fs largely in 
the temperate zone. Its vorthern parts 
are like Toulsinua or Florida, and in 
the south the summer climate {s as 
temperate as that of our middle states. 
It ts the Nississipp! basin reversed, 





the source of ity rivers belng in the 
hot country, where there are coffee 
and sugar lands and rubber trees, and 
its mouth In the rather cool Innds of 
Uruguay and the Argentine, noted for 
thetr felds of wheat and corn. 

The vast basin is formed in the 
shape of a great horseshoe, with the 
opening toward the Atlantic, the An- 
des and the strip of highlands which 
crosses Brazil from the back and up- 
per rim of the shoe, while the slightly 
sloping plains of Patagonia bound It 
on the south. In st are Included the 
beat of the Argentine, all of Uruguay 
and Paraguay and large portions of 
Brazil and Bolivia, The most of it has 
been built up by the Parana or Itio de 
la Plata system, and today these rivers 
are still at thelr great work of earth 
bullding.

‘A YANKEE VIEW. 


WHAT ‘A NEW YORK PAPER 
HAS TO SAY OF THE ALASKA 
t BOUNDARY AWARD. 


(New York Independent.) 

In this controversy, Canada never 
*had a case.’ There {s no proof that 
she ever thought of having onc until 
after the discovery of gold along the 
Klondike oreeks, when it became 
known that the only feasible or 
really. available overland route to 
Dawson was through the passes at 
tho head of iynn Canal. . It was 
in 1898 that this boundary claim was 
lnid before the ‘Anglo-American 
Joint High Commission, and the con- 
troversy over it prevented that Com- 
mission from reaching an agreement 
upon any of the other + questions 
which It was ‘required to consider, 
Up to that Sime, or until the riches 
of the Klondike began to draw gold- 
diggers from all parts of the world, 
the boundary which Jord Alver- 
stont’s decisluu now confirms had 
not been disputed. For fifty years 
it had been ton tha world's maps. Ev- 
en in 1898 ¢t was on Cho charts of 
the British Admiralty. It can be scen 
on the officlal maps of Canada, We 
held) undisputed possession. maln- 
tainlny custom-houses, post offices 
and schools in the ‘territory which 
Canada afterward claimed. The lo- 
ention of the line rests upon the pro- 
visions of the Anzglo-Russlan treaty 
of 1825, which were dited in our 
treaty of purchase in 1867. It was 
the intention of Russia in 1825 to 
prevent the Britis Hudson Bay 
Company from gaining a foothold on 
the coast, with exsy acocss to tide- 
water, at Lynu Canal or at any oth~ 
er place in the tercitory which she | 
sold to us tn 1837, This was for the 
benefit and protectlon of the Rus- 
sian-Ameriean Fur Company. It 
was to carry out this mention and 
accomplish ihiy purpose that the 
treaty of 1825 culled for a line 
paralicl to the sinuosities of (he coast 
and tea leagues fron it.

‘Though there is every appearance In 
all ‘the’ great London sbops that the 
public & to be trusted implicitly, an 
elaborate and carefully organized sys- 
tenr of esplonage preralls to circuin- 
yent the designs of the peripatetic 
thief and the mar.tuding kleptomaniac. 
The invisible detective, whose office 
{s soine unsuspected gallery in the 
celling, whence from artfully designed 
peepholes In the molding he can suc- 
vey the whole catablishment, is the 
most successful foll to the shoplifter. 
But there are only a few. shops so 
structurally designed that surveillance 
of this kind Is possible. Some of the 
jewelers’ treasure palaces are guarded 
in this manner, and to make assurance 
doubly sure no nttendant is without 
his satellite, who keeps a wary eye on |

the cases of gems exposed to the cus- 
tomers’ Inspection, standing at the 
salesman's elbow while he Is showlng 
them. 

At all perlods a careful watch is kept 
on those dress establishments that aro | 
pervaded by women, but more espe- | 
cially at sate time. for It js then that 
covetousness overwhelms morality most 





- easily, and the crowded state of the 


sliops favors the picker up of uncon- 

sidered trifics. A manager of one of 

the largest establixhments in the me- 

tropolis says it is In those departments | 
that are not spacious that pilfering | 
principally goes on and that in them 
detective supervision Is always most 
acute. 

Every shopwalker and counter. at-: 
fendant is in effect a detective, but | 
there are some professionals who as- 
sume the guise to lilde thelr real pos!- 
tion. It is the duty of each attendant 
when he is suspicious of a customer to 
call the attention of the detective to! 
her, not blatantly, but by prearranged 
sign. The detective then keeps the sus- 
pect under Ler immediate eye. In the 
large emporiums where women cehieiy 
congregate the most efficient, because 
the least conspicuous, detectives are | 
women, either employed as shopwalk- 
ers or as customers. 

When an attendant misses or thinks 
he misses something or notices disturb- 
ing signs of thievery be speaks to the 
detective, who, ox an elegantly garbed 
customer, seats herself in a position | 
commanding a good view of the sus- 
pect and makes her purchases like any 
other woman, all the while gathering 
data upon which to proceed. The dis- 
guise assumed by the shop detective 
differs day by day. 

If there be one result tess desired by 
the shop proprietor than another it Is 
to convict a kleptomaniac. Prosecutions 
do not forward business. The proprie- 
tor’s policy fs fo prevent pliifering by 
every concelvable.means. Hence a blind 
eye is turned to what is a theft in em- 
bryo, and the wretched sboplifter 
caught in the act of purloining a blouse 
under cover of her waterproof is asked | 
whether the article may not bo sent 
home for her. To the bulging umbrella 
or the gaping handbag the detective nl- 
ludes with an apology. fearing that 
madam has Inadvertently incommoded 
herself with something that fell from 
the counter. 

First offenders are often cured by 
narrow escapes such as this from fall- 
ing Into the abyss that leads to the 
dock and gladly pay for the experience 
in coin of the realm as If they had all 
«the while meant to purchase Instead of 
to purloin the goods. Should !enlency 
of such a kind fall to Jead the trespass- 
er back into the paths of rectitude the 
manager's office ia made the scene of 
more serious negotiations. on which it

OLD MOTHER EARTH. 


HAROLY ANY TWO SCIENTISTS AGREE 
AS TO ITS AGE. 











Some Speculation’ About the Tiny 
Atom In the Boandless Universe 
Upon Which We Dwell—Theories 
About the“tnterlor of Our Glebe. 


Hardly any two scientists agree ds to 
the age of the earth—that Is, as:to the 
length of time which has elapsed since 
the earth's crust became solid. Consid- 
erlng the very slow rate at which rocks 
are deposited by water and the im- 
mense thickness of the beds of these 
“stratified” rocks, aa they are called, 
ft seems that nt least -1,000,000,000 
scars have passed since the globe evoly- 


ed fn its present shape out of the whirl-_ 


ing mass of incandescent matter which 
it mast‘once bare been, 

. But Lord Kelvin, arguing from the 
known rate of loss of heat, declared 
that not more than 100,000,000 yeara is 
the Imit of time which has passed by 
since firm rocks nppeared and life be- 
gun upon the carth, More recently Pro- 
fessor ‘Tait declared that a tenth of 
Lord Kelvin's estimate might be nearer 
the truth. All geologists, however, de- 
clare that the latter estimate 1s too 
low. 

We know with the utmost exactitude 
how heavy our ttle world Is, If you 
put down the figure 6 and follow !t by 
twenty-one naughts, you have it within 
a very few million tons, Roughly 
spenking, this implies that the earth 
is five and one-half times as heary as 
a globe of water of the same size. 

But, in spite of this accurate knowl- 
edge of the earth's welght, we have no 
real {dea of what Is the condition of 
things Inside our planct. Thousands of 
experimenta made In all parts of the 
world show that the temperature rises 
on an average about a degree for every 
sixty feet below the surface. If this 
rate of increase continues regularly 
toward the center, that part of the 
globe must be at a heat so appalllug 
that Imagination is unable to grasp It. 
When this fact of increase of temper: 
ture with depth first became ascer- 
fained geologists got the Idea that we 
were Hying upon a furious furnace, of 
which volcanoes were the escape pipes. 

Now we know better than that. We 
have found, among other things, that 
nn earthquake In Japan is able to reg: 
ister itself in England. Thia actually 
happened in the case of the disaster In 
north Japan some years ngo, whet 30,- 
000 people Jost their lives. A tremor of 
this kind could not pass unless the 
earth bad a rigidity approaching that 
of steel, nnd observations of tides and 
the attractions exercised upon us by 
sun and moon bave made Jt pretty cer 
tain that our wotld is just about as 
bard and solid as so much steel, 

This does away with the liquld inte- 


| rior theory and makes it fairly certain 


that the earth Is solid a3) through, 
with perbaps occasional accumulations 
of fiuld rock here and there In parts 
where for some reason or other the 
pressure {a not so great as It is in oth- 
ers. 

It also upsets the old theory of rolca- 
noes, and the modern fden with regard 
to these mountains of death and de- 
struction Js that water from the sure 
face finds fis way through a few miles 
below the surface, and then, being sud- 
denly turned tuto stenin, causes an ex- 
plosion, or series of explosions, Uke 
boiler burstings on a gigantic scales 

Every schoolboy knows that the 
shape of the earth Is an oblate spheroid 
—that Is to say, that it Is flattened a lit- 
tle like an orange at the two poles. The 
polar diameter of the earth Is actually 
twenty-seven miles less than its dinm- 
eter at the equator. But it Is as. yet not 
absolutely ascertained whether the fat- 
tening Is similar at both poles. Some 
nretic explorers appear to be of the 
opinion that the flattening {a greater at 
the north than at the south pole. 

Another rather startling fact Is that 
the equator fs not a perfect circte. if 
you could drop a plumb line from Tre- 
land through to New Zealand tt would 
be somewhat longer? than another 
which cut the earth at right angles to 
It, The difference bas not yet been as- 
certained with absolute accuracy. 

We nre accustomed to talk of sea 
level as nn invariable quantity. It ts 
positively startling-to tind how very 
far from level the sen ts; nof, of course, 
merely from the passing Influence of 
tldes and winds, but there ore great 
and permanent elevations In the sea— 
positive mountnins, In fact. It ts cal 
ciated that in the bay of Bengal the 
water Hes at a level exceeding that of 
the Indian ocean by fully 300 feet and 
{lint of the Pacitic ocean along the 
coast of South America may be heaped 
up os much as 2,000 feet higher than 
the water In the opposite Atlantic. 
These water mountains depend upon 
the attraction of great mountain mass- 
es, the bay of Bengal upon the Ilmala- 
yas and the south Pacific upon -the 
American Andes. 

The helght of our highest mountains 
bas been measured to within an inch 
or two, and we hare accurate {nforma- 
tion on the subject of the great depths 
of the sea, but we do not yet know 
with any certainty Low deep Is the at- 
mospheric envelope of the earth. At 
one time twenty-seven miles was given 
ns the limit. This was Increased to 
forty, and soon even this estimate was 
extended to 100. 

Our only menns of measurement fe 
Ly the meteors, which spring Into an 
jucandescent blaze through friction 
when they strike our atmosphere. As 
man ennnot Hve at a much greater 
height than five miles, {t may be that 
we shall nover learn exactly how thick 
Is the attnospheric occan at the bottom 
of which we crawl.

The copy for the Gazette is 
written in the government oflices, of- 
ten by cabinet ministers themselves, 
and is invariably returned with the 
proofs. Each secretary Snitials his 
copy, and in cases of promotion in the 
services no paragraph is accepted cven 
in proof without being initialed a sec 
ond time. 
Now and then on very rare occasions 
a plece of copy is receired auto- 
gtaphed by, the sovereign.

Taerkish Coffee. 

The Turkish way of making coffce 
produces a very different result from 
that to which we are accustomed. A 
small conical saucepan, holding about 
two tablespoonfuls of water, is used. 
The fresh roasted berry {s pounded, 
not ground, and about a dessertspoon- 
ful is put into the minute boiler, which 
Is then nearly filled with water and 
thrust among the embers. A few scc- 
onds suffice to bring it to a boll, and 
the decoction, grounds and all, is pour- 
ed out into a sinall cup, which fits into 
a brass socket like the cup of an acorn. 

The Turks seem to drink this decoc 
tlon boiling hot, grounds and all, They 
take It plain. Sugar and cream would 
ho doubt be thought to spoll it. 

In every hut in Turkey these diminu- 
tive coffee bollers may be scen suspend. 
ed by thelr long bandles from the 
walls. The berry pounders are also at 
hand, and a cup of coffee takes but a 
few moments to produce.

Thickened with cornstarch 
or flour It makes. baked. custard, very 
like, but more delicate than a pudding. 
Thickened still more it makes a fricd 
custard that is delicious, The follow- 
ing formula 1s one often used and al 
ways found good; 

Bolled Custard.-Seald three pints of 
sweet milk, but do not Jet it boil 
Pour it gradually over the beaten yolks 
“of nix eggs and one coffee cup of sugar; 
then return the custard to the fire. Stir 
constantly until the eggs and sugar, 
taste. done. Pout of and when cool 
flavor-with vanilla. If the extract is 
put into the hot custard it loses 
strength, evaporating with the heat. 
Whip the six whites to a stiff froth 


ized sugar. Lay them on a flat wire 
aleve, set over bolling water, and the 
heat will cook the whites so they will 
not fall. The whites wil! rise as they 
slightly cook and can then be taken 
off the sieve. Fill a large glass bowl 
with the custard and‘beap the whites 
with the spoon orer the top, shaping 
them round like snowballs. If nutmeg 
Is liked, grate over the top of each 
snowball. Set the custard cups close 
to the custard bowl. Fill them from a 
ladie, the size of which will’ bold 
enough to fill one cup. 8ix whites will 
make fire snowballs, and cach snowball 
will make ecuough white for the top of 
three cups. For social functions as 
wany whites may be frotbed as one 
can afford. Ten are not too many if 
appearance is the object. 

Grandmother used to make boiled 
custard for creryday dessert, and it 
was foamy and tasted better than any 
other custard, so we all thought. She 
stirred the beaten whites ip the bolling 
milk with the yolks and sugar; then 
she filled large tumblers with It and 
gave us enke made witb the same 
Savor a8 the custard, 

Baked Custard.—Tiro quarts of milk, 
scalded, with the beaten yolks of five 
or six eggs and one coffee cup of sugar 
stirred futo it and boiled until the eggs 
are done. With two tablcspoonfuls of 
cornstarch mixed in a Hitle cold uillk 
until free of lumps stirred In ani “oil- 
ed you wake n baked custard whiet is 
firm, but Iight. Flavor with nny cx- 
tract preferred, Whip the whites unti! 
very Ught with two or three spoonfuls 
of sugar and after the custard Is baked 
make a meringue, but do not brown In 
a hot oven. The heat of the custard 
and the top warmth of a cool oven will 
set the meringue and give it a gokien 
tinge. Heat makes it fall, When the 
custard is bolled, pour it into 2 pudding 
bowl and put bits of butter bere and 
there over the top. That prevents the 
milk from forming a skin. 4 

Boiled custam! thickened with corn- 
starch is very nice baked in cups, A 
meringue of the whites can be mado 
over the top of cach cup.—Table Talk.

the villages through which we passed 
that was built this year. 
New Self-Sapperting. 


“The Doukhobors «are now sclf- 
supporting, Their fertile Jands yield 
them a bountiful harvest and their 
Vegetable dict makes their Vjving ox- 
fenses aS far Gs food fs 
but a mere trifle, They still con- 
tinue to make a large portion (of 
their boots and shocs. They also spin 
and Weave some of the cloth for 
their garments. The women and 
children have gathered and sold more 
than $10,000 worth of senaca root 
the present year. When we = left 
Atradnoe to go ¥ Yorktog, 45 sniles 
distant, Peter Verigin, Evan Mach- 
ortoff and several other Doukhobors 
(three carriages in oll) went with us 
to the bridge over White Sand Riv- 
er, about ten miles distant, to show 
us a herd of 320 horses which were 
grazing on tho prairie near. by. Peter 
Verigin had recently purchased these 
horses for the different villages of the 
Doukhobors, obtaining them from a 
trader living 150 miles from Regina, 
Assiniboia, taking his choice out of 
a herd of 2,000 horses, at a cost of 
$24,000. These horses were raixed in 
the State of Montana. 

“When Verigin found it would cost 
him about seven dollars per head to 
have them shipped by rail from Re- 
gina to Yorkton, he concluded to 
have them driven overland. By doing 
this “he saved about six dollara per 
head. They were four weeks on the 
Journey, and though they had been 
on the prairie only two or three 
duys, they looked none the worse for 
their journey, Tho herd was guard- 
ed by two mounted Doukhobors. As 


the grain fields of the Doukhobors 
are, for the most part, without 
fences, their herds of cattle and 


horses must be looked after by herds- 
men, We left the trail and drove 
over the prairie through the herd of 
horses, which are in a wild state, 
but looked as though they would 
make fine workers. 

“The Doukhobors in the different 
villages visited gnve us a hearty wel- 
come, and expressed great thankful- 
ness that we had come to visit them 
once more, and appeared glad to 
learn that there was a prospect of 
having schools established in the dif- 
ferent. villages in which their child- 
ren could learn to speak, read and 
write the English language. 

What Peter Thinks. 


“Peter Verigin thought that the 
Doukhobors would probably cut the 
lumber this winter, build the school- 
houses next year, and have them 
ready for the schools in the fall. 

“Some people seem to think that 
the Doukhobors are not very intelli- 
gent, but we met with two who were 
able to speak, read and write three 
different languages. One of them, a 
young man about 21 years of age, 
is able to‘read, write and speak 
English, Russian and Georgian. His 
ability to do this was acquired with- 
out the aid of n teacher. 

“The Doukhobors have great en- 
Joyinent in playing ball. One after- 
hoon just before sunset, we saw quite 
a nuinber of boys and girls whose 
ages ranged from 15 to 20 years, en- 
gaged in this pastime, and they kept 
it up even after sunset, in fact, just 
as long as they could keep track of 
the ball. It did not scem to matter 
muck whether a girl or a boy was at 
the bat, for the ball, when hit, went 
Oying through the air about the 
fame distance in either case’:

Fanny McGarvey of Strathroy, Seized 
With Hallucination, Wielded a Mar 
Gereus Axe—How Farmer Patrick Up- 
tom Came te His Ustimely Ead—At. 
tempted Twies Befere tc Kill Her 
Unele—Is Undoubtedly Insane. 


London, Noy. 9.—Laboring under 
the hallucination that her uncle Pat- 
rick Upton, 40 years of'ago, was 
being followed by Anarchists, who 
were about to take him to Kingston 
and torture him, Fanny McGarvey, 
aged 38, Saturday night brained tho 
unfortunate man with o hatchet in 


.the home of her father in Strathroy. 


Upton cannot recover, 

Patrick Upton lived on his farm 
about seven niles from Strathroy 
and near the Village of Adelaide, and 
Fanny McGarvey, his nicce, had been 
his homekceper for about — nineteen 
years. Upton, who was well-known 
throughout Middlesex County, was a 
powerful fellow, weighing probably 
250 pounds. He was very fond of 
horses, and his farm was mortgaged, 
it is said. He himself Jaid all his 
misfortunes to the fact that several 
times he had been burned out. Any- 
way his nicce brooded over the mort- 
gage, which was not paid off, till her 
inind became diseased, and the hallu- 
cination took possession of her that 
Anarchists were about to destroy her 
uncle, 

A couple of weeks ago she left her 
uncle's place and went to live. with 
her father, John McGarvey, who runs 
a blacksmith — shop in’ Strathroy, 
Saturday night, Upton, who had 
been living alone, went to her fath- 
er’s home and had supper with het 
and the family. After tea she — put 
on a Jacket. and walked into the 
baek shed, where she concealed a 
hatchet under her coat. Coming 
back into the room she drove — thy 
hatchet into her unclo’s skull. Upton 
fell like a log, and she dealt. him 
two more blows, when she was over- 
powensl by her brothers. Upton was 
terribly injured and cannot recover. 

According to those who witnessed 
tho deat say she did not utter a 
word, taking the unfortunate man 
unawares, and remaining cool aftet 
the crime, She was immediately 
Placed under nrrest, and taken to 
London fail. Dr. MacArthur, tha 
jail physician, who examined her 
Yesterday, says that she is undoubts 
edly insane, 

“Sd could not bear to see my poor 
uncle tortured,’’ she said. ‘He was 
so good to me. I hope he’s dead so 
the Anarchists won't get him,’" 

Relatives state that the woman's 
mind hax been discased for two yeara 
and that her uncle was told that she 
would yet kill him, she having once 
before attempted his life with both 
anoaxe and a revolver. He would 
not consent to put her in the asylum, 
however, and was doctoring her him 
self, he believing he was a quack 
physician. 

Her brothers, William, Walter and 
Ganard, reside with their father in 
rathroy, and a sister, Mrs. Wil- 
Jiam Evans, lives in London, south, 
Another brother, Frank, lives in Pe- 
trolia, ‘The McGarvey family, who 
made money in oil in Australia, and 
who at one time belonged to Lon- 
don, are cousins of the unfortunate 
Wotan,

MacPherson was attacked at the 
Jennings roadhouse when about to 
leave the building.

MacPherson thought he  cduld

ticulations. presented in accelerated 
time. The bear seemed to like the 
music and the sonorous intonations 
pouring from the frightened Mac- 
Therson. ‘The big fellow advanced 
with quick strides and a smiling 
countenance and outstretched arms, 

Charley waved his sombrero and 
said, ““G'wan, go back, whatcher 
want?” and increased his delsarte 
exercise, The bear failed to halt. 
MacPherson thought the situation 
serious. In a moment tho bear was 
five fect from the door, and Mac- 
Pherson made a spring into the road- 
house. 

The bear rapped at the door with- 


out effect. MacPherson could not 
escape from the house. ‘The bear 
came to the window. MacPherson 


thought the big rascal was coming 
in at the door. He began to think 
over his past life, and the last time 
he was at Sunday School. 

Just then the roadhouse man ap- 
peared up the road with two dogs. 
MacPherson guve a shout of joy. He 
was saved. 

Another moment and’ one of the 
roadhouse inan’s dogs gave chase to 
the bear and bruin ficd to tho 
woods. <A second dog became excit- 
ed, ran between the Iegs of the road- 
house man, upset the man, causing a 
verbal explosion, entangled tho man 
in @ fishline which he was - carrying, 
and made his shotgun go off in the 
air. Dut MacPherson was saved. 
He has been home soveral days, and 
has confided his secrets to only a few 
friends. All have promised not to 
tell. They are keeping thcir word. 

At Clarke's roadhouse a huge cin- 
namon bear made a raid. He mount- 
ed the roof, disturbed the gravel 
covering and gnawed the logs. He 
amelled the goods packed inside, 
and scratched away the gravel from 
® spot over tho kitchen. The fellow 
was 50 persistent he got down to tho 
small roof poles, and before he knew 
what was happening crashed through 
the roof into the larder. Ho was 
in heaven. Ife filled up on bloating 
dried fruits, ate four, sugar and’ ev- 
erything that can delight. a man and 
a bear, and then took in the re- 
mainder of the house. Te slept in 
the bed, nade use of the chairs, 
smashed the windows, demolished 
other furniture, and then landed a 
double solar plexus on the door with 
his giant paws and emerged into the 
world. 

MacPherson reported the Clarke 
roadhouse case to Constable Bell of 
n nearby police detachment. The con- 
stable went to the roadhoure “on 
horseback to investigate. When he 
arrived at the place the bear emerg- 
ed covered with flour and looking 
Uke a great Polar or some other 
member of the Bruin family doing 
the ghost dance. The constable’s 
horse became frightened and fied. 
The constable had no big gun, so did 
not make an issue. He returned ‘to 
the barracks and sent another man 
after the bear. The other man shot- 
the bear in the hind leg, but the fel- 
low escaped. ‘The only trace found 
of tho bear Was a spot in the woods

Hoe was a giant 
cinnamon, 


At Stevens’ roadhouse a bear broke 
into the place, one of the finest ho- 
tels on tho overland route, demolish- 
ed windows, mirrors, furniture ‘and 
everything in sight, and continucd 
his costly fun by breaking down tho 
single Wall partitions on the second 
Noor. He broke open the kitchen 
supplics, had a mammoth feed, and 
then went forth into the wilderness 
to look for another rondhouse,

CANADIAN STEAMER WENT TO HUD- 
SON BAY TO STOP POACHING. 





Made Geod Time to Northern Labrader— 
A Silence of Nearly Twelve Months— 
Only Six ef the American Whalers 
Remain at Present, But More Than 20 

Vessels From New Hedferd Were Fer- 
meriy in the Industry. 


The s' ~ Neptune, of. St. 
John's, Nfld., chartered by the Ca- 
nadian Government to convey the 


Low-Moodie | expedition,’ under Do- 
minion Government auspices, to Hud- 
son Bay, has becn making good time. 
She left Halifax on Aug. 22, and six 
days later called'at Nachvak, on 
Northern Labrador, where she em- 
barked an interpretcr. From that 
int she was to steam north to 
umberland Inlct, in quest of infor- 
mation as to the movements of the 
American whalers, and then, entering 
Hudson Strait, would procecd to her 
winter quarters, ncar Marble Island, 
on the northwest coast, near to the 
musk-ox country, which the white 
man has never penctrated. After 
dropping letters at Nngava Day 
about Sept. 20, which should havo 
reached St. John’s, Nfld., by Oct. 
10, nothing more will bo heard from 
her until July next, a period of 
nearly twelve months. Ay 

One of the chief objects of her 
visit to Hudson Bay is to drive out 
the American whalers, who have 
been poaching there for many years, 
About thirty years ago a fiect of 
inore than twenty vessels from New 
Ledford hunted the cetaceans there, 
but, owing to their becoming scarc- 
er, the flect has dwindled down to 
six. These are engaged there now, 
and letters for them were sent on by 
the Neptune, It is presumed that 
the missives contain instructions for 
the captains as to how they should 
act in the event of being ordered to 
quit, and it is probable that they 
Were instructed to inake no trouble, 
but to submit to the inevitable. 

These craft sometimes remain 
there two or three years. The crea- 
ture they hunt is the bowhead = or 
Greenland whale, the most valuablo 
species of all, whore “whalebone” is 
worth $12,000 a ton. An adult malo 
yields about fifteen hundredweight 
and also about fourteen tons of oil, 
worth $120 a ton. ; 

The whalers harbor in Chesterfield 
Inlet or Ioe’s Welcome, a fiord nine 
ning north, all the winter, and begin 
the chase of the whales in the 
spring, the bowheads being believed 
to enter the bay in June, and after 
cruising there all suiminer they re 
turn to the Atlantic in the autumn 
before the Hudson Strait  beeomes 
blocked with ive, ax tho whale, being 
® tnammal, requircs a clear area in 
order to come to the surface to 
breathe every ten minutes or so. 

It is rather n curious fact that the 
Aincricans prosecute the whale, fish- 
ery only in Hudson Bay, while the 
Scotch have an equally exclusive en- 
joyment of that in Cumberland Gulf, 
outside Hudson Strait. Formerly a 
few Scotch whalers entered the bay 
and the Americans had a station on 
the gulf. Hut the Scotch abandoned 
the former fishery and the Americans 
recenUy rnold out tlnir ystation to 
their Scotch rivals, ph Dries indus- 
tries being now pursued under differ- 
eat Mage, though on the same gener- 
al lines and with the aid of natives 
as a prime consideration. 

The whaters now all employ the 
Eskimos as part of their crews, 
These natives made first-class boat- 
men and expert harpooners, and are 
honest and carnest. They transfer 
their whole tribe, with their para- 
phernalia, to the vicinity of a whal- 
er’s ‘anchorage, and sign to help the 
crew for q Weekly ration of four 
pounts of ship's biscuit, one-quarter 
pound of coffee, two pounds of mo- 
lasses and four plugs of tobacco. 
Other articles they procure by trad- 
ing anusk ox, caribou or seal skins 
or waims of narwhal ivory therefor. 

They have lost their ancient arts 
of chasing thes’ creatures with are 
row or harpoon and are no — longer 
proficient in the fashioning or use 
of the crude weapons of former 
years. - They have come to rely up- 
on the white man’s weapons, rifles 
especially, and they handle these 
proficiently, but without a grasp of 
the principles underlying them, — so 
that if the whalers were to be driv- 
en aWay and the Eskimos deprived 
of the opportunity of rqglenishing 
their storex of weapons, ammunition 
and minor necessaries, they would 
soon be reduced to the most desper- 
ale straits, 

The crews of the whalers. no long- 
er live on the ships during the win- 
ter, but ashore with the Eskimos, 
using the samy food—seal, walrus, 
and whale meat, with vension, bear 
nent, sea birds and fish lo vary it. 
Salt food is absolutely barred. It 
produces scurvy very soon, the con- 
dition accelerated all too often by 
the indulgence in alcohol common to 
Sailors, Scores of graves in’ overy 
harbor attested the fell work done in 
foul smelling, ili-ventilated cabins, 
With little or no exercise taken for 
months. But now the native mode 
of life is adopted and the mortality 
is very alight. * 

The Scotsh whaling enterprise ~ in 
Cumberland Gulf is prosecuted from 
two shore stations, ships not being 
employed at all, except to visit’ the 
posts annually and unload stores 
there, taking away the products in 
exchange. These stations are at 
harbors called Blacklead and Keker- 
bon, and are owned by Messrs. Noble 
of Aberdeen, who have inaintained 
them for upward of 40 years. 

Fach station has a Scotch mana- 
ger, all the rest of the employes be- 
ing Eskimos, a tribe of these, about 
one hundred and {fifty souls, being 
setUed around cach station. — Mr. 
Milne, the chivf factor in’ charge at 
Blacklead, has been living there for 
more than thirty years, ond has 
made only one trip to’ Scotland in 
the wholo period. Mr. Mulch, a 
younger ian, is factor at Kekerbon. 

Each post has a substantial dwell- 
ing and stores for the chief, and is 











— 
supplied “with six first-class — whalo- 


oats, with the-finest modern outfits, 
everything’ being kept in the ~ finest 
order. The imos are: very teach- 
able, and have no vices, and are a 
complete contrast to the riotous 
crews of tho whaling’vessels, who are 
the scum of the’ scafaring world. 
At both Blacklead ‘and Kekerbon 
similar estabifshments. “were main- 
tained by the Americans until 1894, 
when they sold out to-the Scotch, 
after having operated there con 
uously for over thirty years. ~*~ .* 

In Cumberland Gulf whales arc got 
off the edgo of the ice“in the spring; 
when they are on their way north, 
and feed for some time off the mouth 
of the inlet, on™ the’ animalculae 
which abound there. They are again’ 
found there In the autumn, as they 
come south from the higher  Iati- 
tudes, being driven. away by the 
freezing over of the seas. 


CONDITION OF THE INDIANS. 


Superintendent of IndinS Affairs Talks of 
the Race Freblems. 

Mr. Frank Pediey, Superintendent 
of Indian Affuirs, recently stated that 
the Indian population of Canada, 
which was about 103,000, was hold- 
ing {ts .own numerically. The IJndi- 
ans were, however, suffering to some 
extent in their transition from their 
aboriginal state to that of a higher 
civilization. ‘Tuberculosis was the 
disease which was most common 
nmong them, and he thought that 
the new conditions under which the 
redirfen were living might have much 
to do with the prominence of the 
discase. They were now largely liv- 
ing in houses, and tent life was being 
discontinued. The Iudians were form- 
erly great meat caters, and when liv- 
ing so much.in the open the meat 
which they consumed benefited them. 
Now, when they were more confined, 
and unuccustomed to the conditions 
under which the white people con- 
sumed their food, disadvantages 
nrosc. Last year the Indians between 
Qu’Appelle and Battleford had raiscd 
over 40,000 bushels of grain. They 
had their own implements, including 
threshing machinery. This condition 
of affairs was becoming more com- 
mon among the Indians of the Do- 
minion, x 

In discussing the future of the Can- 
adian Indian sald: “The Indians of 
Canada are fusing with the whites, 
and I believe a hardy race will” re- 
sult, The struggle of transition 
from the primitive methods’ to mod- 
ern ones has been hard on the red- 
men, but I believe the difficulty is 
over. Take the Indians west of Ed- 
monton—they are working well, and 
last year raised over 47,000 bushels 
of grain. ‘This fusion of races is 
going all over the Dominion, and the 
result is gratifying and speaks well 
for those who have controlled tho 
destinies of the red man.” 

To-day the - various tribes had 
over $4,000,000 on deposit in charge 
of the Pepartment, $1,000,000 — of

The development of mining in Ca- 
nada may not be as rapid as the 
richness. of our heritage in mineral 
wealth scems to warrant, yet it con- 
tinucs steadily from year to year 
and holds out abundant promise for 
The Canadian Min- 


the near future, 
ing Manual has reached,, with the 
current issue, the thirteenth year of 
its publication, and the statistical 
record presented is certainly encour- 
aging, if not as great in aggregates 
as some have felt inclined to expect. 
The total value of the mincral  pro- 
ducts of the Dominion for 1892 was 
materially reduced by the shrinkage 
in the market price of copper, silver, 
and lead, and there was also a com- 
siderable reduction in the gold out- 
put from the Yukon, Yet, in spite 
of these influences, there was a satis- 
factory increase in the aggregate. 
The total output of metallic and 
non-metallic mincrals for 1902 was 
valued at over $70,000,000 as com. 
pared with $69,209,305 during the 
previous year. Nova Scotia Icads in 
the record of the Provinces, with an 
output of $19,501,130, and British 
Columbian is second, with $17,486,- 
550. This is a reversal of the record 
of the previous year, when British 
Columbia led, with $20,086,78uU, 
and Nova Scotia was third, with 
$13,000,000, the Yukon holding sce- 
ond place, with $18,500,000. 
Ontario holds third place, with 
$13,577,440, a gain of over $2,- 
000,000 compared with the previous 
year, and the output of the Yukon 
$12,600,000, is fourth in the record 
of Provinces and ‘Territories. Que- 
bee produced to the value of $4,- 
000,000, Alberta, Manitoba, and the 
other> “Territories 2,515,953, and 
Now Brunswick about $1,000,000. 
The year was one of exceptional ac- 
tivity in the production of coal and 
coke, iron and stecl, nickel, copper, 
and asbestos, The total production 
of coal for the year was 6,550,528 
tons, of which 4,725,480 tons were 
mined in Nova Scotia, while British 
Columbia contributed over a million 
and a quarter tons, Over two’ mil- 
lion tons of bituminous coal  svere 
exported, but there was a total im- 
portation of 4,806,120 tons of bitu- 
sninous and 951,883 tons of anthra- 
cite.

Like somo of the 
autuinnal fruits, -it is sweetest to the 
parched lips when it has been frost- 
bitten. Like the morning sunrise, it 
is the most gladly welcomed by the 
poor, tired invalid, who, unable to 
sleep during the long, weary hours of 
the night, has tossed upon the hot, 
fevered pillow and wished for, the day. 
Like the sight of the old homestead, 
it is most desired by the ragged out- 
cast of a repentant prodigal, wearied 
with his journey from the far coun- 
try, who secs ugain his father’s hom, 
Where ho shall find forgivenvss und 
love, 

These old promiscs of the Bible, of- 
fering rest and peace to those who 
are troubled and in pain and sin, 
have a for different meaning to us 
after wo have been compelled to lift 
the cup of sorrow to our lips and 
‘drink its contents to the bitter dregs. 
When young men and young women 
first open the Bible the gospel prom- 
ises in reference to sorrows and heavy 
burdens do not appeal very strongly 
to them. ‘Their horizons ure always 
rainbowed. Their hillsides are al- 
Ways hanging gardena and terraced 
vineyards. ‘Their bodies always sen 
to have the warm, rich bleod of per- 
petual youth coursing through their 
veins. A physician's prescription is 
not sought after by the well nor an 
oculist by those having ood eyes. 
But when, after we have been compel- 
led to take a long course in the 
“school of adversity’ and then post- 
Rraduate course after Postgraduate 
course, oh, then how different God's 
sweet promises appear to ust 

To-day I would talk to those who 
have foundered knoe deep and chin 
dcep in the quicksands of trouble, TI 
would try to interpret for you what 
the gospel rest of my text means, I 
would interpret it not only for those 
who have found this rest; but also 
for those who may be persu 1 to 
seek it as a God given bles m at 
the foot of the cross. What is your 
burden, my brother? Perhaps it is 
some sorrow common to the whole 
human race. It is very heavy and 
no lighter from the fact that others 
are bearing the same load, Perhaps 
it is some trouble peculiar to your- 
self that vou cannot bear to descripe 
even to oa friend. A heart 
knoweth its own bitterne: 
whatever it) may -he, the favitation 
Christ gives is for you. 

‘The past and the present. like th: 
Siamese twins, are inseparably jo'n- 
ed. From a human standpoint wo 
cannot live in the “to-day withou’ 
fecling the blistered lips of the ‘yes. 
terday”’ breathing upon our cheeks, 
In Dante's “Inferno” there wax on? 
region in which suffering spirits hat 
their necks twisted by the king of 
terrors, While they might be walk- 
ing in one direction their eyes were 
always turned to the rear. In life's 
Journey the remorseful rae of the un- 
forgiven sinner are always turned ty» 
the rear. ‘They are always lookin’ 
at the threatening results of ev] 
deeds which may have becn commit- 
fed years ago, The evil results cf 
those sins, like a hound upon the 
track of a hare, never Jose thelr 
scent, 

An unforgiven man can never get 
ony rest from the heavy, remorsefil 
burden of sins, no matter when they 
Were committed. These unpardane! 
sips will curse his lifo as they he 
spattered the beautiful hands of Lady 
Macbeth with the blood of the mu- 
dered Duncan.. ‘They will hixs-at hina 
as the haunting spectres terrificd thy 
sleeping King Richard after the mut- 
der of his two nephews or as ths 
cries of the dying during the St. 
Bartholomew's massacre nover cegsed 
to ccho in King Charles’ ears. 

You tell ine that q sin committal 
can never be undone. You say that 
the guilty can never become inne- 
cent; that the soul stained and pol- 
luted with transgression can never 
be made clean. From a human stund- 
point that ‘is true, but there;is a di- 
Vine remedy that effects even that 
miracle. Christ has borne the pen- 
alty for the sins of the world, and 
through his blood shed for you your 
soul may be cleansed. “He | was 
wounded for our transgressions; be 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him, and by his stripes we are heal- 
od.”

and Harrict,. daughter ‘of the sixth’ 
Earl of Shaftesbury. Ho was educat- 
ed at Trinity College, oe 
where he graduated as B.A., and be- 
came a barrister of Lincoln's Inn in 
1863, 5 . “ 

In 1866 he became private secre- 
tary to the Right Hon. Denjamin 
Disracli on his accession to the 
Premiership, and held that office tjil’ 
the defeat of the Conservative Gov- 
ernment over the Irish Church ques- 
tlon in 1868, At the elec-. 
{ron of 1874, Mr, Disraeli returned 
to office, and Mr, Corry resumed his 
post of private sccretray. He enjoy- 
ed the unbroken confidence of his 
chief and the relationship betw 
them was of an exceptionally inti- 
mate and affectionate character. Mr, 
Corry acted as secretary to the Bri- 
tish Mission for the Berlin Congress 
of 1878, of which Lord Beaconsfield

You have’ 
made mo aware that my Jetters are 
woll Uked,.owlng to them belng in- 
teresting to you and any of your 
neighboring {friends thet knew me 
when working for your father, s0 
that Iam willing that you shall 
know my dolags, having known ‘smo 
from ‘a boy. You say that India 
must bo a wild-looking country. 
Well, Lam well aware of people 
picturing In thelr mind what a 


country will look Uke, Your father 
once asked mo what I thought Ca- 
nada looked like before I saw it. 
i told him that from what I kearnt 
at school and from whut 1 had 
read that Canada In my mind was 
a very large country with more 
red Indians than white men; also 
that it was vory thinly populated 
with farm houses, every ten or 
more miles apart, and them all 
log, cabins, and further that tho 
woods contalped wild animals and 
were not safo to copter, and [took 
great care hat 1 did not go alone 
to the woods ior “several months 
whilst at your placo, By trip from 
Halifax to the Marchmont Home, 
Belleville, soon “told mo that Ihad 
made a great mistake, so other 
people may also judge a country 
the same. India may be In somo 
parts quite wild and unsafo yet, but 
x very large portion of it is quite 
business-like. This country, a8 far 
as the natlves goes, reminds one 
of the bible storlces and pictures 
anc this is quite noticcable In farm- 
Ing with their old fashloncd ways, 
Farming, what I haye secn of it, 
is all carried on by manual labor, 
for thls Is so cheap and plentiful. 
Sowlng Is done by hand around bere, 
and I always laugh to sce the na- 
ilves harvesting grass or hay, They 
will (women Jiacluded) go Into a 
field where grass stands about nine 
Inches high (or less In some cases) 
and cut this down with sickles, then 
carry 1t off themsclycs Jn bundles 
on thelr head or load up a muk, 
donkey or oxen with bundles on 
cach side. For their labor 1 be- 
Hevea they recelve two or three 
cents per day and think themaclves 
lucky, for their habits are . such 
that thoy can Ilvc almost on wind. 
Thelr food chicly consists of grain, 
such as rice,-corn and other grain 
and it would ba, safe to say they 
are eblefly vegetarians, You ask 
me If we have any’ flowers ‘over 
here. Yes, there arc lols of these 
and we have grown ‘them |n our 
battery vegetable garden and it 
is not an uncommon sight to tce 
dozens of flower pots containing 
flowers and ferns around our 
buildings as avell as lovely 
trees that have all been 
planted along cach side of every 
road add around al) buildings. 
Speaking of wild animals, when 
first I came cut here and did my 
first plequet or night guard my 
halt falely stood straight, [ heard 
some of the funnicst sounds, re- 
sembling erylng and laughing, you 
ever ‘heard, Upon Inquiring what 
caused this nolso I was told they 
were Jackals and Jaughlug Uyenas 
In scarch of food. 1 soon saw a 
pack of thom, for they go In very 
large droves and get quite cheoky 
when hungry. I bave not beard of 
them doing any hari to living 
human beings, but they do Ict you 
know they are around by , thelr 
awful yells. There are foxes _all 
around here and occasionally wild 
cats and eheatahs and a red , wolf 
was reported once. Of course In 
India you know there is all the 
wild animals and reptiles you could 
montion, but the ones i mention 
are only around = here. Our men 
havo killed cobras and other anakes 
around our bungalows since belny 
here, and three of them were over 
five feet long, so that they are no 
pets, you know. Inscols are also 
very numerous and some of | them 
very annoying as for Instance the 
mosquito, and there 1s ‘one , kind 
just ko the skunk In his habits, 
and smell almost as swect. Lizards 
aro very numerous ta our buildings 
but they do moro good thin harm 
for I havo watehod them catch In> 
mots very often, Locusts and fiy- 
ing ants are also very numerous. 
With reference to birds thoy aro 
very numcrous but Lam not | ac- 
qualnted. with all their names. 
Therc ure tho sparrows, crows, 
parrots, miners, bats, owls, f{lylng 
foxes, crancs, rulturcs and hawks 
very numerous, ~ Ono . word about 
the kite hawk out hero and you 
might not believe it but it Is true. 
These birds will fly right down and. 
grab with their olaws any food you 
may bo carrylng unoovered out In 
the open. You can ‘also hold- meat 
on the end of a stiok or even In 
your hand, but It 1s not wise to do 
so for their claws aro so sharp that 
they would cut you, and they will 
havo it, and throw moat up in’ the 
alr and they will havo it before it 
touches the ground. Speaking about 
the raln over here.

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Btudy in Material } Fvelution That Ia eae 
Interesting at the Present Time—Hew 
One Thisg Led te Another. 


The story of the development of 
the water power at Sault Ste. Maric 
and the building up of the many in- 
dustries that now surround tho St. 
Mary's River, presents a study in 
evolution that is as intercsting as 
many a romance. The central figure, 
of course, is Francis H, Clerguc, who 
was despatched by a company of fin- 
ancicrs looking for investment, to as- 
cortain what. opportunitics “existed 
along the basin of the St.. Lawrence 
“for “hydraulic development. Mir. 
Clergue, in prosecuting hia search, 
traversed the entire country between 
Cape“Breton and Port Arthur and 
found various important water pow- 
ers, but unt! the Soo was reached 
no point was located where hydraulic 
power could be economically and ad- 
vantageously developed. With . Lake 
Superior for a millpond.and a fall of 
20 feet, conditions appeared most 
favorable for the establishment of a 
plant that would supply power to an 
unlimited number of ‘factories. 

Aftor the water power was develop- 
ed, there was no rush of applications 
from manufacturers, and the corm- 
pany were forced to consider how 
they would utilize the power, From 
an examination of the forcsts, it wad 
found that spruce was the only wood 
that could be brought to the works 
at a reasonable cost. It was, © ac- 
cordingly, decided to begin the manu- 
facture of pulp, and two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars was sct aside 
for the construction of a mill. ‘This 
was four works with an output of 
twenty tons of pulp a day, but it 
was soon found that it would cost 
as much to run a mill that size as 
one much more extensive—except for 
the labor charges and increased cost 
of raw materinls—and the works were 
accordingly enlarged until they had a 
capacity of one hundred cords of 
wood, 

How Dry Pulp Was Secured. 

The next step was the endeavor to 
obtain a machine by which the wat- 
er could be extracted from the liquid 
pulp, so that the freight charges on 
over half of the product of the mill: 
might be saved. This liquid pulp 
contains from 50 10 55 per cent. of 
water, and on account of the great 
cost of transportation it would be 
impossible to ship it to the European 
markets. In addition ts this, a 
great deal of tho resinous matter re- 
mains in the fibre and when exposed 
to a changeable climate become de- 
composed and gives the green stain 
which is seen in pine beards that 
have not been properly seasoned. 

It was impossible to find a paper 
machine maker who would undertake 
to construct the required mill to 
produce dry pulp. Mr. Clergue: him- 
self finally designed the machine, and 
to build it found it necessary to 
construct a machine xhop, and then 
decided that they should have « foun- 
dry. So that with the object of ob- 
tuining dry pulp, ,one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars more 
were expended in the ercetion of sub- 
sidinry works. 


Weat Salphite Mill Led Ta, 


The next step in the cvolution was 
n sulphite pulp mill, It was found 
that with a slight Increase in the 
cost, the ground wood pulp which 
sold at a very low price could - be 
greatly enhanced in value by making 
it into chemical pulp. For this, sul- 
phur was required, and a mine was 
purchased at Sudbury, for which 
$100,000 was paid. Then the sul- 
phite paper mill was built, with 
about the sawe capacity as the first. 

It was then found that the residue 
of the product of the mine after the 
sulphur had been extracted left an al- 
loy of nickel and stecl superior to 
anything that had ever been used. It 
was shown to Kropp, the German 
gun manufacturer, who at once made 
a contract fur a supply for live years. 
This necessitated the erection of re- 
duction works and a ferro-sickel 
plant, For these processes of muanu- 
facture were required certain chemi- 
cals, certain alkalies. So it was 
necessary to establish oan alkali 
plant, ‘Phe salt was easily obtain- 
able at Windsor or Goderich on the 
lnkes. What was needed out of it 
for refining purposes Was the sodium, 
but the chlorine was not allowed to 
go to waste. Chlorine is universally 
made into bleaching powder, — prin- 
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cipally in) England, which is over 
fifty per cent. lime, The company at 
once Went@o work and pumped the 


chlorine’ gas through a glass pump 
into lime water, which was then 
utilized to bleach the sulphite pulp. 
It was then found that the sulphite 
pulp mill was not using all the sul- 
phurous acid gas genorated at the ree 
fining works, and as no by-product 
wps allowed to cscape, cans were 
devised to utilize the surplus. A 
process war found by which the gas 
could be compressed into liquid sul- 
phurous acid for the use of ore re- 
finers and in the arts, With this pur- 
pose in’ view, the sulphurous acid 
plant was built and its product was 
shipped in iron tanks at about one- 
half of the former price of sulphur. 


Transportation Facilities Fellowed, 
The construction of there mighty 





industries required additional means 
of transportation, both by lake and 
rail, and the Algoma’ Central & 


Jtudson Bay Railway was built with 
over one hundred miles of track. 
‘There were also purchased, built and 
chartered a fleet of sixteen steamers, 
of which two have been carrying Ppas- 
sengers and freight between Toledo, 
Ohio, and Georging Bay points and 
the Soo, 

In addition to these industries there 
have been erected the Bessemer Stect 


Works, blooming mill and rail mill, 
the saw, lath and shingle mills, at 
various points, the water, electric 
light and power services in the 


towns on both sides of the river, as 
well as the street railway systems.— 
G. C. Porter, in The Toronto Sun- 
day World.

KEEP CLOSE TO NATURE. 


— 
Country Yeung People Make Mistake in 
Migrating te the Cities. 


Mr. Goldwin Smith, a veteran of 
culture and a_ resident of the city, 
gave sone good advice at tho exhi- 
bition of the Brondview Boys’ in- 
stitute recently, says The Toronto 
Globe. He strongly approved of 
teaching useful arts to the boys and 
domestic science to tho girls, and of 
endeavoring to “reinforee the home" 
in its rivalry with the saloon, In 
these days, when manual training for 
boys and cooking and needlework for 
girls are strenuously advocated by 
cducationists, it is encouraging to 
have such cndorsation from ono 
whose outlook: over society has beep 
#0 long and so varicd. If it docs not 
silence objectors it will at least tend 
to keep the reformers from wearying 
in well doing. 

All who have’ made a close study 
of sociological conditians in Canada 
—aud we have Mr. Smith’s assur- 
ance that they are in this respect 
similar to those in Britain and the 
United States—will agree with his 
view that young people brought up 
in the country mako a great mia- 
take in migrating to the city, In 
the country thery is room sufficient 
to givo a sense of freedom; in the 
city the only spaces of which the 
great majority of people can make 
sure are crowded thoroughfares, 

One of the causes promoting the 
movement of population city-ward is 
a prevalent fceling among rur- 
al youth that farming is 
not ax respectable as some other 
callings. it should be possible to 
do something to counteract so absurd 
a notion, if the ten thousand teach- 
ers in our public and high schools 
were in q position to speak intelll- 
gently, inspiringly, and convincingly 
on the subject; but most of them are 
themselves fugitives from the farm, 
who have long been out of sympathy 
with the life that seemed so unat- 
tractive in their childhood. There 
is no reason why it should be so un- 
inviting as it has been and still is, 
Some progress has been made in the 
way of giving color and varicty to 
it, but the evolution will proceed 
slowly until the public schools are 
made more eMcient co-operators in 
the work of improvement. 





Canadian Known Abroad. 


Mr. Robert N. Venning, Who has 
been appointed Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries, ix probably as 
well known “outside of Cannda as 
any member of the Canadian Civil 
Service. For thirty years, although 
he was born so lately as 1851, Mr. 
Venning has been attached to the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries. 
As Chief Clerk of the Fisheries 
Branch of the Departinent, Mr. Ven- 
ning has been of inestimable aid to 
the various members under whom he 
hax served. From the inception of 
the Behring Sea sealing issue Mr. 
Venning became the confidential ofl- 
cer in charge of the preparation of 
the Canadian case. His labors” in 
this connection were enormous, and 
his natural aptitude for research en- 
abled him to speedily perform an 
immense quantity of work. So ably 
did he perform this comission that 
Mr. Venning, by advice of Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, then Minis- 
ter of Marine and Fisheries, was ap- 
pointed British J’ommissioner to re- 
port on the Russian sealing oper- 
ations in the Kommandorski Islands. 
To this end he was‘given quarters 
on a British man-of-war cruising in 
the Aleutian waters, and for several 
months he had tho vessel at his acr- 
vice in prosecuting his researches. 
lie also paxsed some time on a 
Russian warship, by invitation of 
the Admiral commanding the Cvar's 
Meet in the North Vucife. The re 
sults of Mr. Venning's researches 
formed an important portion of the 
brief for the British counsel in the 
argument before the Paris Tribunal. 
The Governor-General-in-Council sig- 
nalized Mr. Venning‘’s efforts by an 
official pote of thanks and acknow- 
ledgment. — Since then Mr. Verning 
hins performed valuable servicos in 
connection with the Commissicn for 
adjusting the claims of Canadian 
sealers whose vessels were xcized by 
American cruisers, As assistant to 


Professor Prince Mz. Venning. will 
undoubtedly be a raost efficient offl- 
cer. 





Canadian ap Adimiral, 


Rear-Admiral) Sir Charles Drury, 
who recently took the place of Ad- 
miral Sir John Fisher as Second 
Lord of the Admiralty, is a Cana- 
dian. He has already had experience 
of departmental sork, having been a 
member of the Ordnance Cainmittee 
in 1803.

Question of Fresh Air Without Draughts 
ia the House of Commens—A Semi- 


Where Mr, Charitos Fell Down in Con- 
structive Critielsm—Pietare ef Out- 
Deor Parliament.. 


The ablo Mr. Fuller, who planned 
the Parliament Building at Ottawa, 
did great things for the photograph- 
ers, The much-talked-of Capitol aot 
Washington cannot compare with the 
stately pile on that hili—when out- 
Ward appearance is considered. Na- 
ture did her part, for she furnished 
the site, while, twenty-odd miles 
from the city, she had kept in readi- 
ness down through the ages a quarry 
of splendidly soft-tinted stone. When 
the Jast workman had driven tho 
Jast rivet in the wrought iron finial 
of the main tower, there stood forth 
a glorious pile. Forty years ago tho 
Legislators and those who helped to 
do the work of Parilament were not, 
as Hon, Janies Sutherland puts it, 
“much on ventilation.”” . Fresh air 
Was not so much sought alter as it 
is to-day, but it did not take long 
for the inhabitants of the building 
to discover that they had headaches 
—in the wintertime, catarrhs, colds 
and rheumatics. ‘Then they knew 
that there was something wrong with 
the ventilation. ‘he big furnaces, 
consuming numberless piles of cord- 
wood, added to the supply of hot 
air furnished by the Parliamentar- 
fans.” When the furnaces were in full 
blast, the utmosphere was. thick 
enough to cut with a knife. Men 
who came to Parliament ruddy- 
cheeked and healthful became the prey 
of all kinds of diseases ynd physical 
Worriments when the windows were 
kept closed. When they demanded the 
opening of the windows, the other 
fellows resolutely refused, as they 
said, to die of pneumonia. Things 
Were in-an awful state when some 
genius devised a system of cold air 
ducts. ‘Through an immense zinc 
pipe, five fect in diameter, the pure 
tnountain air Was pumped and ted to 
the cornice under the galleries, ‘There 
it flowed through a cunningly fash- 
joned iron grilluge into the Council 
Chamber of the nation. 

This was all very ingenious, but 
the newspaperinen began to innke a 
mighty kick. ‘That gri!l work was 
Just on a level with the napes of 
their nechs as they sat scribbling 
away in their cock-loft. They had— 
even for such a stifl-neched genera- 
tion—dilbeulty in turning their heads 
from side to side. They showed their 
troubles in the distinct falling off 
in their work, and they protested to 
the Minister of Public Works of the 
day. Not a thing would he do for 
them, mainly because he did not 
know how any change could be made, 
The air in the Chamber has contin- 
ued vitiated to this duy, and thus it 
is that every session there is an af- 
ternoon hour of protest against the 
atmosphere, John Charlton, the 
other day, demanded more and purer 
uir, to which the Deputy Spenker 
replied with heat that Mr, Charlton 
put in mighty few days in the House 
per session. 

Though Mr, Charlton dealt sledge 
hammer blows at’ the evil, he fell 
down on constructive criticism. Why. 
did he not suggest a remedy for the 
present condition of, things when 
there was ane ready to his hand? 
asks Day by Day in sloronto News, 
Ho is the rough rider of legislation. 
Ho should have proposed that Par- 
liament hold its sittings in the open 
air, Right at the top of that fight 
of steps leading to the main entrance 
the Spyaker’s estrade could be plac- 
ed. On the steps themselves tho 
inctubers of the Cabinet, and per- 
haps R. L. Borden and his aides 
could roost. Down on the broad 
Jawan and walk, seated on comfort- 
able camp chairs, the ordinary meme. 
bers could bestow thomselves, Der. 
haps the Government could afford a 
tent, or, if the state of the national 
finances would not permit of such ex- 
penditure, euch Parliainentarian 
might be presented with a Japanese 
umbrella, A happy thought ix sure 
ly to be found in the suggestion that. 
the Liberals might be furnished with 
red paper sunshades while the Con- 
servatives might have blue ones. 

This open air Parliament would be 
a true return to type, for avery 
school boy knows that the Witen- 
agemot met in the open air. If it 
should rain, the gate would be 
called. It may be asked: What 
would be done about winter sittings? 
The answer ia cusy. There would be 
no winter sittings. The session could 
begin on Victoria Day, and tho mem- 
bers would know right well that 
they would have to get through by 
the first of October or clse freeze. 
There would be tess talk and nfore 
work.

"To-day there was 
a shy thrush of some specics and a 
handsome white-throated sparrow, 
The mountain ash trees and grape 
vines are favorite resorts of the 
robins, and plenty of warblers may 
be seen in the taller trees, {ceding 
and flitting, ever flitting to tho sun- 
ny South, 

Vast numbers of birds meet “the 
fate of my litle chickadco in spring 
and fall. They travel much at 
night, and they cannot” sec the 
thread-like wires which the necessi- 
ties of modern civilization have 
spreud, like huge spider webs. all ov- 
er the country. Alxo, they do not 
appreciate the virtucs of glass, Like 
some foolish humans, they do not 
believe in the existence of what they 
cannot see. The lighthouses on the 
great lakes and along tho sea const 
prove death-traps to thousands and 
thousands of birds overy year. Tho 
glaro of the lights attracts them, 
and crash! they go to their doom 
against tho plate glasses which en- 
close the lights, which to the sailor 
are a beacon of safety, to the little 
feathered traveler of the air a_ lure 
to destruction.

Canadian Justice tn the Fifties. 

The recent arrest of tho fukirs at 
the Brampton fall fair, recalla to 
CG. W. Young of Tho Erecholders, 

Sornwall, a case of rough and ready 
justico in the same direction a good 
many years ugo, not very far from 
Brampton. Somewhere in the fifties 
there was a circus ut Georgetown, 
which was followed by a large num- 
ber of fakirs, who were more ag- 
gressive then than now.

It was revolved by tho hand of 
the fakir, but its stoppago was con- 
trolled by a magnet underneath. The 
swindle was tho same in cither case. 

‘Two countrymen tackled the sweat- 
buard and, as a result, Igst a good 
deal of money, Not being thorough- 
bred losers, they began looking for 
law, and interviewed the J.P. ant 
leading citizen of the villago, the late 
James Young. This gentleman had 
a sense of humor, and told the young 
¥ that he didn't pity them much; 
they wero foolx to run up against a 
swindle of that hind; ‘*but,’" he add- 
ed, “if TE were in your place I think 
I wou,d go back and kick the d—d 
thing over."” In y few minutes, after 
a drink or two to scrow up their 
courage, one of the young men sent 
the table spinning, and scattered tho 
money on the grass, where most of 
it was picked up by tho crowd.

pedition, which was in the interests 
of tho United States Governinent, 
was for the purpose of gathering 


specimens of rare birds and mem- 
mals, 

The party teached Athabasca Land- 
ing, in the Province of Alberta, on 
May 16, after a trip of 100 miles by 
wagon from Edmonton, the northern 
point on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road. From thero the party went 
down Athabasca Kiver in’ a canoe 
with guides to Lake Athabasca and 
across that Inke to the mouth ofthe 
Slave River. The course down tho

Gevernment Lightship “The” Lureher,”” 

On the 17th October Miss Belle 
Jefircy christened the new Govern- 
ment lightship ‘The Lurcher,”’ which 
is to all intents and purposes) @ 
floating lighthouse, and it was then 
sent into tho waters of Toronto Bay. 
The Lurcher is intended for light- 
ship duty on the Lurcher Shoal, near 
lt is very, 
stifly built, and stands high abovo 
the water. Sho will have a crew of 
about 30 men. 

The measurements of the hull are: 
Length between perpendiculars, 113 
feet; breadth, moulded, 28 fcet, 6 
inches; depth of hold from top to 
keel to top of mnindeck beam amid- 
ships, 14 fovt 10} inches. The ves- 
sel has.three decks, tho main and 
spar decks being continuous and tho 
lower deck oxtending from the stem 
to coal bunker bulkhead, and from 





" the sternpost to tho engine bulkhead, 


Tho machinery includes tho engine, 
surface condonsing, ‘single cylinder, 
23x22 inches, and the propeller is of 
tho solid type, 7 fect 3 inches diam- 
qter. Each boat has two navy typo 
boilers, 9 feet dinmeter, 16 feet 7} 
inches long, designed for,a working 
pressure of 100 lbs. pér square inch. 

The boat is to be fitted out with 
fog signals, whale boats, windlasses, 
cables, mushroom anchors, etc., tho 
fog singals being: sufficiently’ power- 
ful to be heard for 25 miles. ‘The 
craft is fitted with electric lights for 
lighthouse servico and with a large 
1,000 Ib. bell. The Lurcher and its 
companion craft, which {s built on 
the same specifications for use in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, at the end of 
the Island of Anticosti, are worth 
in the neighborhood of $200,000. It 
is the frat time lightships have been 
bullt In this country, and they are 
in excess of Lloyds. 





Destreying the Indians. 

A deplorable stato of affairs is re 
ported-to exist among the Indians 
in the Peace River District and con- 
tiguous sections of the Northwest. 
Mr, J. M. Macoun, of the Geological 
Survey, who has just returned from 
an exploring trip. says the natives 
are being destroyed by alcohol sold 
under the guiso of perfumes and es- 
sences. ‘The law permits cach resi- 
dent to import twenty gallons of 
spirits ‘annually, a propaztion of 
which probably finds its way into the 
stomachs of the-red men. Dut it is 
not to the permit system that the 
prevajling drunkenness {is attributed. 
The law is well enforced by the 
Mounted Police and the quantity of 
spirits that enters under permit is 
not sufficient to work tho devorallz- 
ation of the Indians that is appar- 
ent on every side. ‘To evade the lgw, 
which is designed to protect tho In- 
dians, special brands of essences’ and 
perfumes are manufactured In tho 
East for the trade of the, Northwest. 
It is almost pure alcohol, flavored as 
“‘peppermint,’’ *‘Florida water’’ and 
“eau de Cologne.*’ These decuctions 
are sold at che trading posts, and 
the result is tho moral and physical 
degeneration of the Indians to a 
point that promises their specdy ex- 
tinction under the most lamentablo 
conditions. .

PHOTOGRAPHING THE MOON 


Special Plates and Apperates Used 
te Secure Negatives. 4 

With the application of photography 
to astronomy much attention has natu- 
rally been given to lunar photography. 
In 1840, less than a year after ‘Da- 
guerre’s discovery, Dr. John W. Draper 
obtained the first photograph of the 
moon, but with small and imperfect 
apparatus, Phe exposure time required 
was twenty minutes. In 1862-63 avery 
great advance was made by his son, 
Dr. Henry Draper, who used a power- 
ful reflecting telescope of his own con- 
struction, The image of the moon on 
his photographs was slightly less than 
one and one-half inches in diamcter, 

Ten years later Dr. Lewls M. Ruth- 
erford of New York secured many ex- 
qulisitely sharp Junar photographs, using 
a Yery different form of Instrument, a 
thirteen inch refracting telescope with 
n “photographic corrector,” an addl- 
tional Jens by means of which his vis- 
ual telescope could be converted into a 
photographic one, says Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

By the use of an method perfected by 
the writer In 1900 the Yerkes refractor 





is made available for direct photogra-’ 


phy of the moon, planeta, star clusters, 
and so on. The method Is extremely 
simple and economical and is applica- 
ble to all visual telescopes. Instead 
of the ordinary blue sensitive photo- 
graphic plates isocliromatic plates are 

which are very sensitive to yel- 
low light. Mounted In the plate holder 


close in front of the sensitive plate fs a |. 


large, brilllantly transparent yellow 
color screen or ray filter. This ex- 
cludes the out of focus blue light, which 
would otherwise destroy the sharpness 
of the photograph, and allows only the 
sharp yellow or visual Image fo reach 
the sensitive plate. With this arrange 
ment the great tclescope photographs 
the moon with an exposure of Jess than 
a second. On account of the size and 
length of the telescope and the effec 
tiveness of the color screen method the 
resulting negatives show smaller de- 
talls of the moon's surface than have 
been photographed before.

Assay Ofiice Notes. 


The laboratory report of the Pro- 
vincial Assay Office, conducted by 
the ‘Burcau of Mines, ay anjald{to the 
development of the mineral resoure- 
es of the province, shows a receipt 
of 99 samples, sent 2y for oxamina- 
tion. during the month of October. 
These required 336 ‘determinations, 
which Included 35 for. gold, 14 silver, 
8 copper, 2 nickel, 1 lead, & iron, ete, 
The gold orcs were sent in chiefly 
from Western*Ontarie and North 
Hastings. 


9 samples of peats and lignites 
from New Ontario wore examined as 
to value for use as fucl. 

$ samples of yypsum and 16 lime- 
stoncy and clays, also reecived at- 
tention. * 

Eleven specimens were sent in for 
report on idcatification and prob- 
able commercial value. 

Mincra]l samples brought: personal- 
ly to the office are reported on free 
of charge, and the public are invited 
to avail themsclves of this privilege. 

The Bureau of Mines requircd 221 
determinations, cn which no fees 
were charged, while the custom work 
forthe public amounted to $90.60.

2 fag Essences From Flowers, 

The “manufacture of perfumes de- 
serves fo rank as one of the finest nrts. 
The extraction of ‘the’ casences: from 
flowers, such as Jasmine, tuberose, yio- 


out by the process of enflenrage, the 
blossoms being left In contact with pu- 
rifled lard for a few days and then re- 
Placed by fresh blossoina. The lard Is 
elther Bold as such: or the essential olf 
may be extracted from it by melting 
it under strong alcohol. 

As the process of enfleurage is some- 
what tedious, attempts bave frequently 
been made to extract the olf directly 
from the flowers by means of ight pe- 
troleum, but these processes have not, 
as a rule, proved successful, and it has 
Fecently been found that avery large 
Proportion of. the perfume is‘ actually 
Produced for the first time in the blos- 
soms during the time occupied by the 
enfleurage. 

An Interesting illustration of this ts 
siven by Dr. Albert Hesse in a recent 
number of the Berichte, in which be 
states that a ton of tuberose blossoms 
yielded only sixty-six grams of oll 
when extracted with light petreleam, 
but during enfleurage. yielded 801 
grams of oll to the fat In which they 
Were imbedded, while a further seren- 
ty-elght grams remained in the faded 
blossoms and could be separated by ex- 
traction or distillation. It thus ap- 
Pears that eleven times as much per 
fume is produced during enfleurage as 
is originally present in the flowers, and 
that, even after enfleurage, the ex- 
hausted flowers contain more poefume 
than when first eathered.—Chicage 
Chronicle,

“tion Has Deen Overlooked. - 

It is commonly supposed’ that a hu- 
mun belng has five senses—sight, hea 
Ing, feeling, smelling and tasting: It Is 
now held, however, that to these must 
be added’a sixth. 

‘The sense of muscular tension that 
awe. experience when we sustain or 
‘ralse a welght fs really distinct from 
Any” or ‘all ‘of the go’ called’ “five 
“senses” and {a entitled to. be called a 
sixth sense, says Success, Physiologists 
who have tried to mreasure it, however, 
are confronted by. numerous difiicul- 
ties. Not only is it hard to separnte, its 
indications from those of the sense of 
touch, as experienced by the skin on 
which tho welght rests, but the feeling 
of heaviness differs when the-sustnin- 
ing member {s moved in order to 
“heft” the welght, as the provincial 
term has it. A recent French experi- 
menter avolds all this trouble by caus- 
ing the subject to hold the weight sus- 
pended by a thread between his thumb 
and forefinger. When the weight is 
suddenly supported from below by 
raising a board till contact is made 
‘with it the person who holds the 
weight feels a sensation if the weight 
be sufficient, and this is entirely Inde- 
pendent of all the elements that have 
hitherto proved troublesome. The 
smallest welght that Js necessary to 
produce the sensation is the measure of 
the muscular sense In the person exper- 
fmented upon. 





The Future of Shorthand. 

The erection of a tablet to the mem- 
ory of Captain Thomas Lloyd, “the fn- 
ther of shorthand reporting in Ameri- 
ca,” suggests a glance at the future of 
that system of writing. When we are 
trying in so many ways to expedite 
methods of doing business and save 
time and labor it fs not to be supposed 
that tho oll method of writing will con- 
finue to be used universally. The 
printing press was halied as a relief 
from the tedious task of writing and 
reading manuscript; but, while it did 
much, it dil not Ol] the entire want. 
Then came the typewriter, and it filled 
another large gap. 

At present the typewriter and steno- 
graphic system of writing go hand in 
hand. They supplement each other. 
But the time Js coming fast when the 
typewriter will be retired, to a great 
extent, because Ietters and reports 
Written {n shorthand will be used di- 
rectly, without belng transinted at 
length on the typewriter. That will be 
because 80 many people will be able 
to read shorthand that the translation 
will not be necessary. And then every- 
body will wonder why It did not come 
long ago. 





DiMicult Plurals, 

The difficulty about the plural of 
words for different kinds of fish 1s not 
solved by lexicographers any more 
than by grammarians. The Oxford dic- 
tlonary says of the word “cod,” for ex- 
ample, that the plural is rare, and it 
glves'a quotation from a writer of tho 
seventeenth century In which occur 
both “céds” and “salmons.” During the 
last few years we have several times 
seen trouts as the plural of trout. Dr. 
Murray quotes from Izank Walton, 
“three brace of trouts.” And there is, 
of course, Hood's use {n tte “Dream 
of Eugene Aram” of troutlets—“like 
troutlcts In a pool.” By the way, Dr. 
Bain In his excellent grammar says ; 
that the collective plural, salmon, cor- 
responds to a class of neuter nouns 
which lost thelr (nominative) plural in- 
flection In tho oldest’ English. And 
then—there {s and are “sheep."—Lon- 
don Chronicle. 





Lockjaw. 

As to lockjaw, the Pasteur Iaborato- 
ties send out a steady supply of antl- 
toxin serum that will prevent the out- 
break of this disense very much ns hy- 
Grophobla. In both cases, it is true, 
the treatment {s only preventive, not 
curative, but this is usually sufficient, 
since the danger is plainly Indicated in 
advance. If by some sad ovefsight hy- 
Grophobia does break out it always 
killa just as it always has killed, but 
With lockjaw there is still a chance of 
saving life, even after an outbreak, by 
inoculating tockjaw antitoxin girectly 
into the brain. Tho record of recovery 
is 40 per cent. 





Don't Like Bathe or Fresh Afr, 

A Dresden (Germany) physician, bav- 
ing addressed a lst of thirty-six ques- 
tions to seventy-three persons who 
Were more than ninety years old, learn- 
ed, among other things, that all of 
them are below the avernge height, 
most of them have light bair and have 
retained plenty of {t, and none of them 
has any teeth remaining.

“wild” in their youth. Few of them 
take kindly to the bath or to fresh air. 





A Canal Across Exgland. 

How many people know that the 
south of England Is an island entirely 
surrounded by water? For over a hun. 
dred years England has been cut in 
two by a canal which connects the Sov- 
ern with the Thames, making a con- 
tinuous water way from Bristol to Lon- 
don, Until 1864 the canal was largely 
used, but railway competition then 
made it tmprofitable, Last year tho 
canal was cleaned and repaired, and 
traffic has just been recommenced.

Ihave been trylng to figure out 
why it is that these insects are so plen- 
tiful in the Texas town in question. At 
night they swarm around the electric’ 
Ughts like the bugs we are faunlllar 
with in other places. It is impossibic 
to walk along the streets without stcp- 
ping on them. And tbere is just a bit 
of poetry about the situation in San 
Antonio with respect to cricket fe 
there,” 

“The people gencrally look upon them 
with a feeling of affection, and if is a 
rare thing to see a citizen show any 
sort of indifference to the members of 
this interesting family. No man would 
think of treading on a cricket. They 
take particular pains not to do any- 
thing that would In any way injure the 
Ives or Hmbs of crickets. I was spceak- 
ing of the poetry of the situation. It is 
a fine thing to bear the crickets croon- 
ing early in the evenings. They chirp 
as cheerily as if they were hidden 
away in the weeds of some romantic 
hedge or on the bearth which bas been 
immortalized in verse and song. Men 
hurry along the streets, women brush 
along with thelr musical skirts, and all 
the while the crickets keep on crooning 
thelr little love songs, just as if the 
pulses of humanity were not beating 
about them. It is interesting, pictar- 
esque, poetic, and, if I bad my way, I 
would christen San Antonio the ‘City 
of Crickets.’ I think the name would 
add color to a city already romantic 
in its rich coloring.”

~The tomato. isa native of South 


America and ‘more particularly of Peru. 


and the “Andean region. The Indian 
name for it is “tumati” and the Spanish 
name “tomate.” When the Spaniards 
|| arrived in the sixteenth ‘century they 

cohsidered nothing of much importance 
except ‘silver. © But In 1583 they took 
some tomatoes home with them as a 












matter of curiosity, Uttle dreaming | 


that there would some day be more 
silver in them than there was in all 
the Peruvian mines. ‘There is a gen- 
eral impression that ‘until sixty or 
Seventy years-ago the tomato plant 
Was universally regarded as a poisonous 
weed and that its handsome frult was 
called the “love apple," and never cul- 
tivated except as something pleasant 
to look upon. But this story is Incon- 
sistent with itself. ‘The tomato was 
called the “love apple” for the reason 
that {t was believed to be an aphrodis- 
fac, or excitant of amorous feelings. 
But it could not even be suspected of 
such a property unless it had been 
habitually eaten. The truth is that 
there is\no record of a time when in 
South America the tomato was not 
an article of food. There is indeed no 
record of a time when it grew wild. 
When the Spaniards reached Peru they 
found nothing but the cuitivated to- 
mato, which was cultivated for food. 
They took a fancy to It and took it te 
Spain, from which place it found its 
Way in 1596 to England. + 


Sardines, 

Genulne sardines are the young of 
the pllchard, Their name comes from 
the fact that they are most .numerous 
off the coast of Sardinia. They swim 
{n the spring In shoals containing mil- 
lions—fish shaped shoals ten miles long 
and a half mile wide. ‘The sardines are 
netted and taken at once to the shore. 
There they are washed, scraped and 
sprinkled with salt. The salt !s soon 
removed, the heads and gills cut off 
and there is another washing. Then, 
on beds of green brush, the fish are 
dried in the sun. Next they are bolled 
in ollve oll til! cooked thoroughly. 

The packers—women always—take 
them now and pack them fn the tin 
boxes we all know, filling up each box 
with boiling oll, fitting on the lid and 
making the box air tight by soldering 
the jolnts together with a jet of hot 
steam. Sardines are more or Jess per- 
fect according as they are prepared 
more or less immediately after their 
capture and according as the oll they 
are packed in fs more or less pure. 





Vor Peace Only. 
It is well known that the Friends 
have always been devoted to the prin- 
ciples of peace, As they bad a con- 
trolling influence In the public affairs 
of Nantucket, there was no mllitary 
organization on that island for several 
generations. How the matter was man- 
aged is told by the author of “Septem- 
ber Days on Nantucket.” 

Whenever military companics came 
to the island for a boliday young wom- 
en thronged the windows and wared 
ldfndkerchiefs, but there was no rise of 
tullitary ambition in the town. Once a 
coterie of young men formed a train- 
ing company and sent to Boston for 
equipments, but their clders compelled 
them to make the first article of thelr 
constitution read: ‘This company shall 

be disbanded immediately in case of 
war.”

>penings through which the pipes may 
recelve the water, the said openings of 
sourse being arranged below the water 
tIne. The inlet ports at the ends of 
these plpes are contrelied by valves 
»perated from some convenient point. 

ExtendJng from each of the pumps is 
a tube which fs curved so as to find an 
opening at the side of the vessel near 
the forward part thereof, the outlet 
portion of the tube belog directed for- 
wardly. Thus water which is forced 
through the tube will be so directed as 
to propel the boat rearwardly, as in 
backing. Another pipe also extends 
tearwardly from each pump, and this 
pipe is preferably divided into two 
branches. One branch extends out- 
wardly through the side of the vessel 
at a polnt near the bow, while the oth- 
er extends rearwardly in the vessel a 
considerable distance, finding an ‘out- 
fet near the stern of the boat, and jets 
issuing from there will propel the boat 
forward. Other openings at the side 
and stern bave the effect of changing 
the course of the craft. In experiment- 
ing with 2 boat of this character it was 
demonstrated that she could be turned 
in ber own Jength, which Is an achicve- 
ment of some importance.

Chicago, Nov.. 14.—Twenty-five 
cars, run on tho Wentworth» avenue 
line, without dauniage to the cars on 
injury to the non-union employes op- 
erating them, was what the Chicago 
City Railway Company was able to 
accomplish with the assistance of the. 

While there was 
no active interference with the handl- 
ing of the cars, such as attended the 
attempts to run them Thursday, the 
crowds that lincd the streets jeered 
and hooted the police and the —non- 
union men almost without intermis- 
sion.

Firemen Join Strikers. 


The situation was complicated for 
the company by a sudden strike yes- 
terday afternoon of the firemen in all 
of the power houses. The Firemen’s 
Union made an agreement two days 
ago with the company, which was to 
last for a year. -'Thero was a clauso 
in the contract which fave the firc- 
men the discretion to go on a sym- 
pathetic strike if the company declin- 
ed to arbitrate with the employes 
now on strike, and the officials of the 
Firemen’s Union doclared that they 
had ordered the strike becauso the 
company had declined their offer to 
mediate between the company and 
the employes now on strike. The call- 
ing out of the firemen. involves oil- 
ers, water tenders, coal passcrs, ash 
handlern and coal handlers, two 
hundred and fifty in all. 

The Meal Danger. 


The real danger in this last strike 
lies in the attitude of the teamsters, 
They may decline to deliver coal to 
the company if non-union firemen are 
employed, and the company has but 
three days’ sipply on hand. On this 
point General Manager. McCulloch 
was undisturbed, . 

“We will get all the coal We necd,”” 
he declared, ‘and we will run right’ 
along. We have shown to-day that 
we can operate the cars if we are 
given proper police protection. As 
long ax we aro given that we will be 
able to conduct our business as 
usual."’

conditions of their wardrobes. 


If it ia necessary to be clean and 
acat in personal appearance in tem- 
poral work, how. much more is this 
neatness essential when Wwe are con- 
secrating our lives to the service of 
Jesus Christ? ‘fhe dear Saviour 
Wants us to gu out and labor in his 
mame in the same way as he used to 
work. He was taunted with many 
reproaches during his earthly . life, 
but those who hated him most never 
charged him with uncloanliness or 
slovenliness, and we may be sure that 
the Pharisce who invited him to his 
house and the other guests who en- 
tertained him would nover have wel- 
coined him as a guest if he had been 
Careless about his person or his 
dress, The quality of his robe may 
have been poor, but we may be sure 
there were no impurities upon it or 
upon him. So, Christian workers, if 
Wwe go forth in Christ's name, some 
of us must be carcful about our per- 
sonal appearance. Hemember, O man 
of God, that wherever you go your 
clean skin and pure linen” as well as 
your Hps preach in Christ’s name. 

Small cssential the noxt: The little 
Kindnesses and courtesies which we 


“should extend to those with whom 


wo come in daily contact. Tho Nttle 
acts of deference which wo should 
Show to ladles, such as taking off the 
hat when we stand with them in 
an elovator or allowing them to pre- 
cede us through an opened door. Tho 
“Thank you, sir.” with which a lady 
Should acknowledge a genticman’s ac- 
tion when he rises in a street car to 
offer her a seat. The ttle social 
calls by which we should welcome a 
new neighbor or her friends into our 
community. The little Rifts of deli- 
cacies which should be sent to ths 
invalid’s room of our neighhor's 
house. All these little attentions 
and courtesies may not secm to be 
of much value at the time, but they 
ate mighty in the development or the 
depletion of human character. They 
are mighty in deciding whether a 
man is to live a selfish or an unself- 
ish life, 

Hlow a selfish life? Simply enough, 
Here, for instance, is a man who en. 
ters a railroad car. He Places his 
satchel in one sout and his overcoat 
by his alde. Then he stretches out 
his long legs, puts his fect upon the 
Opposite seat and begins to read a 
newspaper, After awhile the train 
fills up, but he does not remove his 
encumbrances. ‘Tho man is an incar- 
nation of selfishness; He cares only 
for his own comfort and is oblivious 
of tho rights of others. Fle has paid 
for but one sitting, ITe has a right 


to occupy only half a seat. | Yet ho 
is monopollziny four sittings, When 
the poor old woman with a heavy 


bundle comes down the aisle, timidly 
lookiug for a place to rest and to 
deposit her load, he buries his face 
Yet further in the heWspaper and pre- 


tends not to seo her. ‘The old lady 
hesitates a little by his sido, and 
‘then passes on? You say that man 
is not @ polite man. Ue in not a 
gentleman.” PE say Christian courtesy 
means more thin the two words 
“mere politeness’ imply. ‘That man 


is laying the foundations of an evil 
future. For if he is discourteous to 
his fellow men, if he is willing to 
crowd his fellow Passengers in oa 
railroad train out of the seats which 
richtlully belong to them; he is des 
\eloping a disposition which, if not 
checked, may lead him by and by to 
defraud his neighbor of the dollars 
end cents which by right belong to 
hin. When Paul said, “Be courte-+ 
oun’’ he ineant’ more than to be 
merely polite. Ho meant “be hon- 
est. be fair, be noble in the little 
duties and attentions which you 
should show to your fellow men.** 

Character is not born: it {a dovel- 
oped. It springs not up in a night, 
a% a Jonuh's gourd, It grows gradu- 
ally. Every act of our Present day 
is dependent in more Ways than one 
upon the actions of our Past. When 
& Woman peeks out of her window to 
See the furniture van unload her new 
neighbor's furniture and then refuses 
to call upon that neighbor and 


ex- 
tend to her the rightful social _ re- 
spect of the neighborhood, she {is 


schooling herself to refuse to extend 
a welcoming hand to her humble sis- 
ter when she enters her church. Chris- 
tian courtesy is of the tree of right 
cousness, and: discourtesy is of the 
tree of sin. Let us beware how we 
ignore that apostolic commandment, 

Be courteous" (1. Peter iii, 8), 

Furthermore, tay brother, remem- 
ber that discourtesy “toward others 
almost fnvariably has o reactionary 
effect. ‘The person who complains 
most about the rudeness of others ig 
generally the one who himself is rud- 
est of all. everywhere we can find 
that the people who most complain 
about the discourtesy of others. are 
upt to be just as discourteousx them- 
Selves. Hf there is this sin breeding 
mots of impoliteness in the eves of 
our brothers, let us be sure that we 
have not the larger sinful beau in 
our own, 

Small essential the next: Tho ab- 
Stinence from all appearance of evil, 
The taking care of your life's actions 
s0 that they may nover bo false 
lights luring your. neighbors and 
frionds upon the fatal rocks of sin.

It is the foxes, the little foxes, 
that most often spoil the tender vin- 
es, not the  clephantine monsters. 
Once in awhile, however, the heavy 
fout of an eastern camel might crush 
them or the paw of a leopard night 
rip them apart when the midnight 
prowlur, chased by the dogs, Is rush- 
ing away after having robbed tho 
sheepfold, but this is a rare occur- 
rence. It is the little faults, the 
Careless and fhoughtless negligence, 
which do the most frequent mischicf. 
Te is the little weeds that destroy 
the gardens and with their bayonet 
thrusts of thorns stab the flowers to 
death, not the mighty growths of 
the cedars of Lebanon or. of the 
woeping willows. So it is inevitably 
the small sins, the despised sins, tho 
ignored sins, tho sins of insignifi- 
cance, that most frequently over- 
throw human character, not the be- 
hemoth sins, not the monstrous sins, 
not the sins catulogued in the crimi- 
nal codes of man and of nations. 

Therefore, O man, I beg and plead 
with you that you take Christ into 
tho smallest details of your life: Let 
the Christ be with you as much in 
the paying back of * borrowed five 
cent piece as in the purchase of a 
store.

London, Nov.-19.—(C.A.P.)—Lord 
Strathcona and the Agents-Geéncral 
of the Colonics attended the Colonial 
Office yesterday for the purpose’ of 
taking official. leave of Mr. Chainber- 
luin. 

Lord Strathcona said that no or- 
dipary expression of gret at the 
severance of Mr. Chatulieriain’s con- 
nectiog with the Colonia} Department 
would give adequate idek of the fecl- 
ing or sentiments enterfaincd in the 
colonies, 

Referring to Mr, Chan rerlain’s pol- 
ley Lord Strathcona sail that differ- 
ences of opinion might exist in re- 
Kard to its details by which it was 
to be carricd out, but there was a 
generally expressed desifte among tho 
people of the colonics for closer and 
more effective union with the Mother 
Country. Mr, Chamberlain chad done 
more than any man to Premote Im- 
perial union. 

Mr. Chamberlain's Neplr. 


Mr. Chamberlain, in reply, aplogiz- 
ed for having delayed to arrange for 
an interview at an earlier date. He 
had been rather severely strained dur- 
ing the past few wee Ifo was 
touched and gratified y the kind 
terms they had spoken fand the gen- 
eroux appreciation they had shown 
of his work, He owed a’great deal to 
aulvice given by Paahena path of the 
colonies. He had almost an assured 
conviction that he should be able to 
convince his fellow-countryinen that 
it would be to their ailvantage to 
adopt his policy.

Four of the United Factories’ 
= Boilers Exploded. 


One Fireman Barled Beneath the Debris 
and Kitted Jastantly—Another Diown 
Through the Walls and Has Siece Died 
—A Score of Seriously Injured Feople— 
Cause of the Explosion a Mystery— 
The Injured Will Recover. 


Newmarket, Ont., Nov. 19.—Two 
fatalities and a score of seriously 
injured marked a boiler explosion 
hero yesterday. The United Factories 
was the scene of the disaster.” Tho 
centre of the big bullding was com- 
pletely wrecked. It is’ estimated that 
twenty thousand dollars dircet loss 
is involved. ‘The force of the explod- 
Ing boiler was tremendous, Sixty em- 
ployes were scattered by fying deb- 
ris and tu:nbling walls. Scalding 
steam pourcd out upon those pinned 
beneath beams. lot water tricklod 
over Victims rendered helpless — by 
tons of brick, Fire caught from tho 
furnace added to the horror of the 
calamity. That the sickening results 
did not involve a larger death list 
is mero good fortune. Altogether it 
was an accident replete with extra- 
ordinary details. 

$ Holler Split Asusder, 


It was all over in na second. ‘Tho 
sixty employes were grouped around 
the boiler rooms attending’ to their 
several duties, There was a hiss of 
escaping steam blended with a roar 
as the hundred horsepower boiler 
split asunder. ‘The roof of that part 
of the structure was lifted up, Brick 
and detached timbers flew hundreds 
of feet in the air. The whole building 
rocked ax if in a inighty cradle. Dust, 
smoke, fire and steam filled the air. 
Then the screams of scalding © men 
Were heard and groans of the dying. 

Hecape of the Weanded. ~ 


Employes poured from the wrecked 
structures in a panic, Many jumped 
through windows, Others tottered out 
with blood streaming from — their 
wounds, Several fled into the streets, 
their clothing drenched with hot wat- 
er. Scalding steam had rendered 
others frantic with agony. For an 
instant the men huddled together fn 
the street. Ax the smoke and dust 
lifted and the tumbling timbers indi- 
cated that the explosion had spent 
its force all turned toward the 
scene. Ax one man they plunged to 
the rescue of those whose screams 
had armounced their distress. Hero 
and there a struggling man was 
helped from beneath the debris to 
the outside.

An effort 
was made to secure un explanation 
of the accident. He died before being 
able to communicate any informa- 
tion. He was observed entering tho 
door of the boiler room as the burst- 
ing boiler thrust him outward. His 
body flew like a catapaule through 
two partitions yards away. It was 
the energy of escaping steam that 
expelled the fireman's body.

The cause of the explosion — is 
mnystery. There is little promise 
solution. The two :nen who Inight 
furnish information on this point are 
dead, ‘There is nothing to base even 
an impression, except upon that Ken- 
erally ascribed in) such Cases—the 
Water getting low in the boiler with- 
out the firemen Noticing the fact.

Gevernor Who Died Miserably. 

By the death of the Duke of Rick 
mond while entertaining a large 
house-party at his Scottish scat, tho 
painful fate of his grandfather, who 
was Governor-General of Canada, is 
recalled. Lio arrived here with his 
family in July, 1818. le was noted 
for his courage, and when 25 years 
of age fought o duel with the Duke 
of York, the son of George LI. His 
hospitality and affable disposition 

le him very popular, and not 
even Lord Dufcrin was a more popu- 
lar Governor-General. In June, 1819, 
he left Quebec to visit Upper Cana- 
da, and, stopping at Sorel, bought a 
tame fox which had attracted his at- 
tention. In patting the animal its 
scratched his hand until the blood 
flowed. Nothing was thought of the 
wound, and the Duke proceeded west- 


j Ward. While traveling from Perth to 


Richmond, nocar Ottawa, _scveral 
weeks later, he complained of a 
strange feeling in his throat, and at 
dinner grew nervous when wine was 
beibg poured into his glass. Water 
gave him a hydrophobic attack and 
he retreated toa bam in Nepean 
township where he died miserably in 
the evening of Aug. 28. There was no 
Ottawa, the present site being called 
Richmond Landing. The body was 
carried to the Ottawa River at that 
point, and taken to Quebec. The re 
mains are buried in the Anglican Ca- 
thedral in a vault in the church walls 
between the pulpit and - communion 
table, and a handsome tablet to his 
memory adorns the church.

In the troublous times of the post 
De Grassi Point was a trading and 
supply post with the Indians, a 
point where hunting and war Parties 
assembled to paddle across the lake 
to Roach’s Point for inroads through 
what are Sutton and Georgina now, 
Whether the rifle belonged to a Brit- 
ish soldier, to'a follower of the 
Lilles of tho Bourbons, to a warlike 
guide of the Jesuit Fathers, who 
fearlessly followed the Hurons to 
their place of retreat from their 
warlike enemies, tho Iroquois, who- 
ther {t was a soldicr of Champlain, 
who laid down his life with his gun 
on ‘the warliko missicn to tho Creat 
Lakes, none can tell. .

NEW ZEALAND PREFERENCES. 





Trade Bill Adopted by the House of 
Nepresentatives on Nev. 18, 


Wellington, N, Z, Nov, 21.—The 
Preferential ‘Trade Bill, adopted Nov. 
TR, by the House of Representatives, 
places a duty of 20 per cent. on the 
following goods. now free from duty, 
When from foreign countrics outside 
the British Empire: Bicycle parts, 
gas engines, oll engines, guin boots, 
iron and steel cordage, sheet, bolt 






and bar iron, printing paper, — rail- 
road and tramway rails, sail cloth, 
canvas and duck and surgical and 
dental instruments. 

The bill doubles the present duty

‘THE FREEBIMASONS.-: 

The history cf Fréc’Masonry In this 
district Is concldent with ths history 
of our cits—in‘ fact, ‘it antedates the 
name of Bslleville, for, according to 
tho best’ authoritles, ‘the warrant for 
the first lodgs was granted to Cap- 
tain Meyers In 180f. whereas it °was 
not till 1816 that-n petition “was 
presented to the Licutenant-Govern- 
or’te bave \ho villazs, up to that 
time called “ Meyers’ Creek," digni- 
ted by the title of’ Belleville. It ts 
the writer's priviloge, in the present

the world’s supply of lobsters, and if 
the experiments, which are being suc- 
cessfully conducted in Cape Breton 
coast waters to prevent the extinc- 
tion of the crustaceans, arc generally 
adopted, the control will remain in 
he hands of the Canadian packers. 

lobster catch of the Dominion is 
now worth annually about’ $3,250,- 
000 and to this total Nova Scotia 
alono contributes over $2,000,000. 
Experts of the Canadian Department 
of Fisheries havo given the lobster 
preservation questién serious study, 
and have odopted a scherhe devised 
by Mr. I. E. Baker, one of tho lead- 
ing packers of Nova Scotia, which 
provides for tho propagation of lob- 
sters by natural process, 

The scheme was as follows: A large 
pound or water enclosure was con- 
atructed at Fourchu on the Capo 
Breton coast, enclosing an era of 
65,000 square feet of ocean, which 
gives a suitable environment. % 
seed lobsters were bought from tho 
fishesinen at a price in advance of 
what they would bring were they 
sold for canning purposes. These sced 
lobsters, with their oggs attached, 
were placed in the pound and kept 
there during the months of May, 
‘June and July, while the fishing 
o}rations were going on. At the 
close of the season, when the traps 
were all ashore, the lobsters, whose 
oges at this time were within a few 
days of being hatched into young 
fry. were liberated along the coast 
to hatch their eggs fn o natural way. 
At least 500,000,000 eggs were thus 
saved, which under the conditions 
heretofore prevailing, would have 
been destroyed. If only two per 
cent. of these eggs mature, 10,000,- 
009 lobsters will be added to the 
lobster grounds of Cape Breton, 


j against o total of 7,000,000 taken 


during the scason. 

These pounds at Fourchu have been 
built at a cost of about $5,000. Thoy 
are surrounded by  strongly-built 
breastworks of logs and spruce. On 
the eastern or ocean side the breast- 
works are about three feet above 
high-water mark. The pliers are fif- 
teen fect high and 165 feet long on 
the eastern side. On the western 
side the breastwork is above the 
high-water level and is surrounded 
by woven wire, The northern side is 
about the same. On the southern 
ride is the seashore. The pound is 
divided into threo sections, the par. 
titions consisting of strongly-built 
piers and wire netting of a two-inch 
mesh. The bottom of the pound con- 
sists of sand, gravel and rock. At 
spring tide there is from cight to 
ten feet of water jn the pounds at 
high, and from three to five feet at 
low water. The apertures at the 
sides of the pounds are 1§ to 2 inch- 
¢s wide and through these a continu- 
ous supply of pure salt water cbbs 
and flows from the ocean. 

The lobsters are fed on herring, 
which are cut into sinall picces, about 
an inch square, and thrown into the 
pound every third day. Seaweed and 
kelp are also threwn Into the pound 
at intervala and are much — relished 
by the lobsters, Perfect cleanliness 
is absolutely. necessary, together 
with pure salt water for the success- 
ful impounding of the lobsters, Ev. 
ery day during the season the dead 
lobsters are removed. The average 
af dead for the senson was as fale 
monthly, May 24 per cent.; 
June, 8b ‘per cent.: July, 4 per cent. 
The lobsters were distributed © along 
the toast of Richmond, Cape Breton 
and Victoria Counties, The condition 
of the lobsters at the time that they 
Were liberated could not be improved 
on. In a word, they were perfect. 

Now that this experiment hos prov- 
ed to be a complete success, it is 
likely that the plan will be adopted 
in Halifax, Guysboro, Shelburne, 
Varmouth and other parts of Nova 
Scotia, where the lobster fishery 1s 
prosecuted,

Chicago, Nov. 22.—In this sermon, 
sppropriate to the season, the preach- 
cr points out the muanifold reasons 
wo jhave for a joyful acknowledg- 
ment of God's goodness to us on 
every hard. ‘Tho text is Proverbs 
xv, 15, "He that is of a merry heart 
hath a continual feast.’ 

Thanksgiving day! What docs this 
queen of festivals nican ‘to the aver- 
age hungry boy—for the average boy 
is always hungry! A feast, a great 
Lig dinner! A feast which is famous 
for two characteristics—first, quan- 
tity—that is the great essential; se- 
cond, quality—this second character- 
istic must tread closely upon the 
heels of the former. Not only should 
there be plenty of food and not only 
should the soups and ‘the fish, the 
turkeys and the. ducks and the vege- 
tables and tho salads an the pies 
and the puddings: and the:ice cream 
be marshaled in courses, but these 
courses must al} be of good quality, 
Then the gardens should’ contribute 
their finest pumpkins. the vineyards 
their most luscions fruits and the 
orchards’ their richest juices. ‘Then 
the cooks must try to outdo them- 
selves by testing the - secred, recipes 
for the inince pies—these recipes 
Which the cooks guard as jealously 
as the patent medicine men do the 
formulas of their “cure alis,"* 

We have never fully outgrown our 
carly respect for the culinary mas- 
ter-picces of the ‘Thanksgiving kitch- 
en. We hope that) we never shall. 
But to-day we would interpret our 
text from a higher standpoint than 
the hungry boy’s stomach. We would 
apply it, in the figurative sense, to 
the banquet of gratitude, the banquet 
of love, the banquet of divine mercy 
—the banquet which King Solomon 
described when he wrote these words: 
“He that is of a merry heart hath a 
continual feast."" It is in order to 
recount souw of the many mercies, 
both national and domestic, that 1 
preach this sermon. May our hearts, 
one and all, be joyful on the coming 
Thanksgiving day! » 

My purpose extends beyond the day 
itself. Next ‘Thursday, we call to 
inind our tmercica and render thanks 
to hin) who has crowned the year 
with his goodness, but his blessings 
to us as individuals are so many and 
SO great that they demand what 
Solomon in my text calls a contin- 
Ual feast. Not alone on the coming

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Workmen Die While Asleep in 
Shanty Near Lilly, Pa. 





Ttallans Caught in the Ulasing Buliding, 
Which. Was One Hundred Feet Long 
and One Storey in Uelght—Fire Start- 
ed Frem an Over-Heated Stove—The 
Wildest Sort of Panic Prevalled aid 
the Weaker rerished: : 


Johnstown, Pal, Nov. 23.—Whilo 
over 100 Italian railroad laborcra 
were aslcop inju shanty near Lilly, 
Pa., on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
carly Saturday, the building caught 
fire and before they could escape 27 
were burned to death and a score or 
more were seriously injured. 

‘The men were employed by 
Menanim & Sims, on the Pennsyt- 
vania Railroad improvemcnts  be- 
tween Lilly and Portage. ‘Tho shanty 
was about 100 fect long and one 
storey in height. One end was de 
Yoted to cooking and cating, while 
in the other end the men slept) In 
bunks, ‘There was only one door at 
cach end and the windows were few 
and small. x 

The fire is supposed to have start- 
ed from an overheated stove in the 
kitchen end. ‘The building burned 
like tinder and the flames were upon 
the men before any of them 
aroused. The men fought and scraim- 
bled for the doors, and the weaker 
were crushed down and trampled 
upon. Others were roasted to death. 

Those who strove for the door wero 
in the wildest sort of panic. ‘They 
fought and kicked, and among thoxe 
who escaped there are many whe 
bear marks of violence, A few gut 
out of the small windows minus 
clothes and with their bodics cut 
from broken glass. 

Many had their savings of years in 
their trunks, which they left behind 
them in the building. Remembering 
this fuct, ax soon as they got vut- 
side they fought just as flercely to 
get back, A few succeeded, but for 
the sake of their hourded treasuro 
they gave up their lives.

Hased on’ the Threshing Returss, Fall 
Wheat Shows a Decline of Three Mil- 
en Bushels and Spring Wheat a De- 
cline of About = Million Bushels— 
Midge in Evidence in Second Crop 
Clover—Fea Weerll Somewhat Less, 


Toronto, Nov. 24.—Following is 
the report of the Ontario Bureau of 
Industries for the crops of Ontario, 
from retums sent in under date ¢ 
November 2nd. ‘The final estimates of 
the yields gf crops for 1903 are bas- 
ed on threshing returns forwarded by 
over 2,000 special correspondents: 

Falt Wheat—The favorable accounts 
regamiing fall wheat given In the 
August bulletin have been fully sus- 
tained by the reports received since 
threshing. ‘The yield per acre — is 
Jarge, and the quality of the grain 
is, as a rule, first-class, except a 
sniall percentage sprouted in the field 
during the wet weather prevailing 
during a portion of the harvest. Sev- 
erat correspondents describe — the 
grain as being well up in weight, 
some of it) going from 62 to G4 
pounds to the bushel. Taking both 
yicld and quality into consideration, 
the crop of 1903 may be considered 
one of the bext in the history. of 
jall wheat ia this) Province. 

The New Fall) Wheat—There has 
been a greatly increased area of 
wheat sown this fall, more particul- 
arly in the Lake Erie district” and 
other localities where the Hessian 
fly did so much injury, during the 
previous three or four years. Thé 
seed-bed was generally reported as 
being in good condition, which gave 
the crop a good start, and as corre- 
spondcents wrote at the end of Octo- 
ber, the young wheat was presenting 
a fine appearance in most places, al- 
though hero and there some ficlds 
were showing need of rain. While 
sowing ranged from the 20th August 
to the end of the first week of Octo- 
ber, the ‘bulk of the crop was put 
in Somewhat later than usual. Some 
injury from the Hessian flY was re- 
ported, but not so much ns in the 
previous three or four years. Forty 
varieties of foll wheat are incntion- 
ed as being sown, Dawson's Golden 
Chal being the most popular, and 
Red Clawson coming next.

Spring Wheat—This crop appears to 

be steadily. decreasing in favor with 






Ontario farmers, judging. by the 
shrinkage in aren during the past 
four years.

VPotatocs — When correspondents 
wrote for the August bulletin. the 
yicld of potatoes promised to be one 
of the largest ever recorded | in On- 
tario. Unfortunately rot’ developed at 
the time of digging in almost overy 
Section of the Province, more especis 
ally on heavy’ soils and on low-lying 
lands, the western and central coun- 
ties suffering more from this cause 
than those counties lying © farther 
east and north. ‘The extent of the 
rot, as given by our correspondents; 
varies from 10 to 6U per cent., but 
ns the yield in fhost cascs was a 
big one, a large quantity of potatoes 
have been stored away despite — the 
heavy loss, and the question of their 
actual scarcity for market later on 
has yet to be decided: if the rot con- 
tinues in the pits there will be a 
positive potato famine, but if it 
ceases there will be a fair supply yet 
on hand. Some correspondents fear a 
continuance of the rot. Aside from 
the rot, potatoes were described ns 
being large in size and of good qual- 
ity generally. 

The Noot Crop. 

Turnips—In those sections of the 
country where turnips are most 
largely grown the crop has turned 
out well, In many quarters, how- 
ever, there ure complaints of © lice 
doing much injury to the plants, 
While most of the other roots were 
housed as correspondents wrote, a 
considerable quantity of turnips -yet 
remained in the ground, although no 
fears were expressed as to saving 
them jin good order. 

Mangel Wurzels—Many complaints 
wero made of poor xecding on ac- 
count of drouth, and ao considerable 
quantity of mangel land was resown 
to turnips. Nevertheless — the crop 
caught up as the season advanced, 
ond many reports are to the effect 
that whilo muangels ure then on the 
ground they are large and of good 
quality, and promise a fair yield. 

Carrots—Correspondents have 
little to say about this crop but 
Unat little would indicate that they 
have turned out well comparatively. 

Sugar — Beets—Reports regarding 
Sugar beets describe them as being 
from fuir to good in yield and 
quality, ‘They appear to be steadily 
Krowing in favor us food for live 
flock. 

Fall Plowing—The reports relating 
to fall plowing are most divergent, 
A considerable number of correspon- 
dents speak of the work as being 
well advanced, while on equally 
large number say that fall plowing 
is not as far ahead as usual,

Fruii—Fruit growers will likely re- 
member 1903 as the plum year. This 
fruit’ was so abundant that many 
growers found it difficult to hantle 
the crop in time for market.

Roth beef and dairy cattle are 
reported us being in’ tip-top condi- 
tion, and in about the usual num- 
bers, but sheep, while in’ the 
best of form, are becoming fewer 
every year. Hogs, on the other 
hand, are stead increasing in 
numbers, and are being turned off for 
the packing houses “all the year 
round.” to quote a favorable phrase 
of correspondents in this connection, 
The only serious mention of disease 
among live stock is/ an outbreak of 
hog cholera in the Township of Har- 
wich. in Kent. and this has been con- 
fined to the original locality.

IN RURAL ENGLAND. 


ENGLAND'S WIDE-FAMED FARMS TO- 
»DAY ARE UNPROGRESSIVE. 
= : 





Change In the Character and Aspirations 
of the Yeung Farm Laborers Has Made 

. the %Vell-Kaewn Hodge a Very Vari- 

* able Quastity—The Portman Estate 
Model Cottages—A Rather Dismal Pic- 
tare. 


‘The decadence of the English farm- 
Jog country is a fact well known and 
much deplored, Quaint and pictuyes- 
quc they are, but from an industrial 
Point of view many of tho country 
villages are dead, and England’s 
widefamed farms to-day are unpro- 
gressive, writes Mr. W.-H. Moss in 
Toronto Globe. Striking revelations 
of these industrial conditions are 
given in Rider Haggard’s ‘‘Rural 
Exrglvnd,”’ in a recent magazine re- 
view of which thero appears somo 
general remarks on the subject: 

There are certain gencral features, 
nod yet generalizations are danger- 
ous. There are signs not only of in- 
evitable change, but of decadence and 
failure on a large scale; yet there are 
indications of new enterprise,and of 
possibilitics, as yet “undeveloped. 
There are not only immense tracts 
that once bare corn reduced to pas- 
turnge;. but there are many thou- 
sands of acres where the land is ab- 
solutely derelict, and long ranges of 
field where thistles and wild: bush 
flourish, and the fox or rabbit play 
Jandlord-or tenant till the — city 
sportsman comes down; and yet thero 
are farmers who thrive, and Inbor- 
ers here and there who rise, and 
many who live comfortably on the 
land, though they cannot imako 
money from it; and there fs, too, 
abundant wealth in country places 
which is not produced there. 

Coatiaucus Lrift Towards Towns. 

The drift towards the towns is 
continuous. We have long becn aware 
of it. Here is the evidenco ‘from the 
Villages. From north, south, cast 
and west, with rare exceptions, com- 
es the complaint that the young men 
are leaving them, ‘The testimony on 
innumerable farms is that only the 
old inen and the children remains. 
The work done, too, is generally in- 
ferior; all pride in it has been lost: 
the farmyard stacks are no longer 
the boast of rural architecture, but 
slovenly structures, as much of the 
work of the ficlds is slovenly. ‘The 
cornfields ‘have been turned into pas- 
ture-land; but it is startling, when 
we have heard the milk-cans rattling 
at the railway stations, to be told 
that in some places no one can be 
found to do the milking. ‘The burd- 
en of feminine talk in the cities is 
concerned . with tho inferiority and 
dislocations of household “service’*; 
there ix g corresponding upset in ag- 
ricultural life, In view of this 
exodus, the lament that “labor. is 
searee’’ means that at one point the 
Vital forces are ebbing. 

The lack of cottages in some local- 
itices doubtless causes young couples 
te move on; there are many cottages 
inhabited that should be condeuned: 
and the conditions of a falling — in- 
dustry do not fuvor schemes of re- 
building, Yet when the most is dono 
that can be done it does not always 
costent. Here is a striking exper- 
fence given by Mr. Haggard from the 
Portinan estates: 

Portiman Model Cottagen. 

“in addition to their model cot- 
tages, for which they pay very lit- 
tle—but  eighteenpence yy week—the 
laborers have ponsions, clothing and 
coal clubs, to which the subscrip- 
tions are doubled at the end gf the 
dear, liberal allowances in the case 
of sickness, allotments and every 
other conceivable advantage. Yet 
they go, and, what is more, strike at 
haytime or other inconvenient sea- 
sons, and are generally troublesome, 
“They won't be kept,” said Mr, For- 
rester, but, male and female, depart, 
mostly to take service in shops. Few 
frcept the ‘doodles’ remain, Doodle, 
by the way, is the Dorsetshire equiv- 
alent for the Norfolk ‘waster’ and 
the Devonshire ‘smike.’ Yot if they 
Will not stop on an estate like this, 
which, of course, ia run absolutely 
without reference to expense—£10,- 
000 a year, T understand being spent 
in wages alonc—wlhwre will they stop? 

“Everything has been tried, Thus, 
when some meu axked for land, Mr. 
Forrester arranged for them to havea 
field of twenty-throo acres, which was 
let at twenty-four shillings the acre, 


the landlord building = barn and 
providing a hand-power threshing 
machine. Fourteen amen hired lots 


in this*field, but in ten years thero 
was only one of them leit, the bale 
ance of the land having been rented 
by a miller. Again. cottages | were 
sold to certain ‘of the people upon 
special arrangements as to price. Mr, 
Forrester said that this wax tho 
worst thing that ever happened to 
them, and some of these cottages 
Were now -being condemned because 
their occupiers had reduced them to 
such a condition that they were no 
longer fit for folk to live in." 
Too Limited Yome Vreduction. 

‘The English farmer does not, more- 
over, supply nearly as much as ho 
should of the nation’s food, : 

“*I do not know,’ said Sir John 
Kolleston, the President of the Sur- 
Yoyors’ Institute, ‘that uny of us 
could take three meals in a day ata 
metropolitan restaurant, and be ab- 
solutely certain any single article 
that we consumed, vither of meat or 
drink, wax produced from the soil of 
Great Britain or Ireland,’ 

“By way of comment on this state- 
ment Tomuay remark that more often 
than not the traveler may be quite 
certain of the contrary. In the course 
of extensive journeyings in England 
in 1901 FC stayed in a 000 many 
hotels. With few exceptions—indeed,

“Tho farmers are all gradually

The Modern Dorset Peasant. 


Filty years ago the Dorset peasant 
Was supposed to typify the worst ¢s- 
tato of the agricultural laborer, “Mr. 
‘Thomas Hardy, -who has long known 
tho county intimately, gives Mr. 
Haggard a note which shows it cur- 
jously modernized: 

“Iam told at the annual hiring 
fair just passed, the old positions 
were absolutely reversed, the farmers 
waking about and inportuning the 
laborers to conic and be hired, in- 
Stead of, ax formerly, the Iaborers 
anxiously cntreating the stolid farm- 
ers to take them on at any pittance, 
Their present life is almost without 
exception one of comfort, if the most 
ordinary thrift be observed. I could 
take you to the cottage of a shep- 
herd, not many miles from here, that 
hos brass rods and carpeting to the 
Staircase, and from the open door 
of which you hear a piano strumming 
H 
' 


within. Of course, bicycles stand by - 


the doorway, while at night a large 
parafiin lamp throws out a perfect 
blaze of light upon the passerby. 
The son of another laborer I know 
takes dancing Icssons at a quadrille 
class in the neighboring town. 

“But changes at which we must all 
rejoico have brought other changes 
which are not 80 attractive. The 
laborers have become more and more 
migratory, the younger families in 
especial, who enjoy nothing so much 

us fresh scenery and new acquaint- 

ance. The consequences are curious 

and unexpected. For one thing, vil- 

lage tradition—a vast amount of un- 

written folklore, local chroniclo, local 

topography, and nomenclature—is ab- 
| solutely sinking, has nearly sunk, 

into oblivion. . . . I cannot recall 
a single instance of a laborer who 
still lives on the farm in which he 
wax born, and I can only recall oa 
few who have been five years on 
their present farm. . 3. . . That 
these people have removed to the 
towns of sheer choice during the last 
forty years it would be absurd to 
Bay, except as to that percentage of 
young, adventurous and ambitious 
spirits among them which is found i 
all societies. . 2. - 

“Why such migrations to cities did 
not largely take place till within the 
last forty Sears or su is, 1 think, in 
respect of farm laborers, that they 
had neither the means nor the know- 
ledge in old times that they have 
now,"* 

Nemedial Measures, 


As to remedial measures, that 
which most coumends itself as a 
means of keeping people on the land 
is the endeavor to give them a larg- 
er interest in it. The multiplication 
of small holdings is a-chiel way to 
that end, and Mr. Haggard supplies 
many illuxtrations which may help 
in the practical discussion of that 
question, There are other useful sug- 
gestions, some of the most valuable 
in the book coming fr6m General 
Booth, A system of agricultural 
banks is also explained which seems 
likely to be of service where capital 
ix wanting. Mr. Haggard himself 
“advocates as a minor measure the 
establishment of an agricultural 
post. It seems, however, likely that 
the motor cars will in time eficet as 
#reat a change in rural England as 
the electric railways have jn rural 
Americn; us ao preliminary let the 
-highways be gradually udapted to 
their use.

Some members of the League 
were not altogether opposed to some 
form of protection; but they were all 
united and prepared to resist to the 
utinost the imposition of any pro- 
tective taxation on food, or protec- 
tive duties generally. He. himself,

The en- 
thusiastic crowds chanted *'God Save 
the People," and the building rang 
with cheer after cheer when Rosebery 
declared for a free Empire and a free 
loaf. He wondered what would hap- 
pen if we went to the colonies and 
Proposed in the name of the democ- 
racy of England that colonial work- 
men should have their food taxed in 
order that we inight produce more 
grain and keep the Empire together. 
He objected to giving Mr: Chamber- 
lain a commercial dictatorship, and 
said we were asked to give a man- 
date to the ex-Colonial Sceretary or 
to some othcr vagrant Minister to go 
around and negotiate with the colo- 
nies. Referring to the  plaint of the 
ironmen, that Canada dumped. during 
the past tWo years as inuch iron as 
all the dumping countries together. 
He asked: “What are you to do with 
an Imperial dump?"* Those who dis- 
liked dumping saw little difference 
between « dumping ground for Cana- 
da and one for the United States.

New Zealand's Arbitration Act 

According to Public Opinion (New 
York), Mr. i. J. Seddon, Premier of 
Now Zealand, writes a long letter to 
The London ‘Times, in’ answer to 
various criticistns of the Arbitration 
Act in his colony. He sums up by 
declaring that since the act has beon 
in operation there has been no ate 
tempt at strike or Jochout Umit has 
not been instantly baMed and the dis- 
pute adjusted. ‘The colony, he as- 
serts, has enjoyed steadily increasing 
prosperity, as shown not only by = ra- 
pidly increasing exports, but by the 
expansion of values of | machinery, 
plants, output, etc., in manufactures, 
and the increased umount of wages 
paid, viz.. £1,907.592 in 1895, as 
compareg with £3,098,561 in 1900, 
Every tfade in the colony, he says, 
is in full work, while the arrivals of 
immigrants from Australia alone e¢x- 
secved by 10,000 for the year the num- 
ber of departures, No better evi- 
dence of the good done by the Arbi- 


tration Act is needed, he thinks, 
“than its imitation by- neighboring 
states. He predicts that a similar 


Jaw will be established soon in every 
Australian colony. All this is in 
very striking: contrast with the  con- 
tents of another letter from an Aus- 
tralian, who says that he recently 
questioned a number of workingmen 
who were emigrating from Now Zea- 
Jand to Argentine, as to why they 
Were leaving the country, They re 
plied that it was because there was 
no chance of their rising out of the 
ruck of labor.

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FORGERY AND PAINTINGS. 


Posthumous Tribate to Art—‘* Dabblers” 
Are the People Who Are Most 
frequently Caught. 


Things are not always what thoy 
scem, especially in the matter of pic- 
tures and drawings, says a London 
exchange. There is a craze for ‘‘old’’ 
stuff, and there is always ao supply 
forthcoming to mect the demand. Ex- 
actly whence it eomes nobody srems 
to know, but as to its destination 
there is no manner of doubt. It is 
bought. by people. who think that 
they know a good thing when they 
sec it, and who frequently suffer for 
their conceit. They buy for £1 what 
in their ignorance they are convinced 
is worth £50, and they find that they 
have made a bad bargain. The article 
may be a mezzo-tint which, if genu- 
ine, would be worth £35, but,. being 
a facalmile, it is perhaps dear at o 
sovereign. — The purchaser would not 
look at it at that price in the shop 
window, but he will cheerfully pay 
five times that figure for it at auc- 
tion, rather than take the advice of 
a picture dealer, whose modest profit 
he would disdain to pay. The man 
who makes rubbish {is naturally in- 
duced to go on making more when he 
knows that auction rooms are haunt- 
ed by ill-informed — bargain-hunters. 
There is, needless to say. no reflec- 
tion onjthe auctioneer, who, even if 
he had the requisite skill, has no 
tline to sit in judgment on every pic- 
ture or print which is included in his 
catalogue. 

Not Hard to Copy. 


Until an artist is dcad his works 


are not usually the subject of forg- 
ery. But let him once get beneath 


the ground, and then, if he was the 
fashion, a fine field is’ thrown open. 
David Tenicrs predicted that when he 
died it ‘sould require a gallery ao 
league long to contain all the — pic- 
tures attributed to him. His prophecy 
was too modest. Twenty leagues 
would have been nearer the mark, 'T. 
I. Itardy, the marine painter, is 
another name which has been the sub- 
ject of a good deal of forgery. He 
Was a prolific worker, yet as soon as 
he Was gone there were not enough 
of his beautiful water-colors to satis- 
fy mankind, and the imilator sct to 
work energetically.’ Copies cost little 
to produce, and involve no original- 
ity. All that is needed for success 
is to Work with an unscrupulous deal- 
er, and to receive the co-operation of 
a public which is ever ready to pick 
up something which, if genuine, 
would bo dirt cheap at the price so 
greedily paid. No doubt the gambling 
spirit has been fostered in the case 
of pictures by certain little incidents 
which, if strung together, would make 
un exciting volume, But the man who 
rakes over a dustbin, and finds an 
“old master’? which he sells for £1,- 
000, is a very rare person. Te has, 
at least, never been known to do the 
trick twice over. Yet a good many 
picture buvers are looking for  for- 
tunes in the same direction, 
Craze fur Engravings. 


The crave for cugravings has, he 


inany other things, its ups and 
downs: ~The Landseer craze is noth- 
ing like to strong as it was a few 
years ugo, and even the great Ho- 


garth is comparatively at a discount. 
‘Yo-day engravings after Sir Joshua 
Reynolds command much attention, 
and so do those after Sir Thoinas 
Lawrence and Gainsborough. Forgery 
is a strong word to use in connection 
With engravings, but what is often 
done ix to palin off fourth editions aa 
firsts hy removing the margins. But 
this, of corse, sould not take in the 
experienced collector, who knows the 
peints. Sometimes, indeed, the  sec- 
ond ond subsequent editions are un- 
tnistakably, and perhaps intentional- 
aly, different froin the first in matters 
of detail, The man who inakes pic- 
tures or engravings his hobby, may, 
us a rule, be trusted to know, not 
only as much about them as dealers 
do, but very often a great deal more, 
3t would be surprising, indeed, if the 
devotion of a lifetime to a particular 
study did not have this result, It is 
the collector who ix on the fringe of 
knowledge who frequently makes mis- 
takes. He hax to ake bad bargains 
in order to'learn wisdom, but even ho 
would scarcely be found giving £6 
for a bogus Morland, worth about 
20s., under the impression that it 
Wax au genuine engraving of a value 
of £25. 
“Original” Victures Please, 
Various circumstances have 
spiced to help the forger and the 
fabricator of recent years. One is 
that the great majority of peeple do 
not attempt to ebtain Inrge pice 
tures. In the first place their purses 
nay not be equal to it. In the sece 
ond place, the taste is for something 
pleasing, which shall, if possible, 
have some approach to ‘“‘original- 
ity." They have got sick of seeing 
the same engravings everywhere, It 
is a little trying when © middleclass

j Comat Lee Toletus seods Out Concrete 


Idea tuo the Werld, 


Tho fdcals of sucicty which guide 
the activity of  uicn are modified, 
and, according to these modifications 
tbo order of human life changes also. 
Thero was a time when the idcal of 
socicty was absolute animal liberty, 


by which, according to theis powers,- 


both literally und figuratively, some 
devoured others, Following caine the 
timo when the social ideal was the 
Supremacy of onc, when all men 
adore their potentates, and not only 
voluntarily, but with enthusiasm 
submitted to them. 

Then men had for their ideal an 
arrangement of life during which 
power was suffered not for oncself, 
but in order to cxtablish order in the 
lives of men at Jurge. Theo attempts 
for the realization of similar ideals 
endured a certain period—universal 
monurchy, then the universal church, 
uniting and guiding various states. 

Next appoared the idea of national 
representation, then that of the re 
public, with universal or limited suf- 
frago, To-~lay it is thought that 
this ideal can be attained when ore 
ganization will be such that the ine 
struments of labor shall ceaso to be 
private property and will be the pos- 
session of the entire people. 

Men are beginning to understand. 
And now they need to learn that 
there is only one means of realizing 
a good human lifeo—to profcts ond to 
practice the religious doctrine which 
is accessiblo to the majority ef men. 
And it is only when they will pro- 
fess and practice this religious doc- 
trine that they will be able to at- 
tain tho ideal which’ has been born 
in thelr consciences and to which they 
aspire. 

All other attempts destroy power, 
for the good orgunization of the life 
of men without power can be only a 
useless expenditure of forces, not 
drawing nearer, but distancing hu- 
manity’from the goal at which they 
aim, 

In order that men may live the 
social Mifo without mutual oppression 
institutions sustained by force aro 
not tho essentials, but a moral con- 
dition of men whereby, through in- 
terim conviction and not by con- 
straint, they will act toward others 
as they desire thut others act toward 
thom. And there are such men, They 
live in religious communitics in Am- 
erica, in Russia, in Canada. These 
men live the common lifo without op.

CRIMPING IN QUEBEC, 


ttirring Reminisceuees of ithe Old Days 


of Ualf a Century Ago—Terror 
ism In the Year 1850. 


Michael Huck, better known os 
Mick, was a” promincnt member -of 
the crimping profession, well-known 


to the police of old Quebec fifty years 
ago. Not a “vicious man, for a 
crimp, he carriéd on‘ a largt business, 
and his ready tongue never failed 
Him. Like his confreres, he 
foul of the law occasionally, but net 
to any great extent. In the few re- 
cords leit by, the lute Chief, Trudcl. 
of the water police, his name graces 
the entrics, as a suspect, but in the 
wind up, he almost invariably comcs 
out ahead, “Found no sailors,”” is the 
usual conclusion of the raid. Just 
how he squared himself, is hard to 
say, for his emporium was gencrally 
well-filled during the shipping  sea- 
son, especially by forcign seamen, of 
whom ho had the monopoly, but he 
Managed to get clear, in a surprising 
inanner. 

Huck had a sense of humor, tov, 
deep and fino} as one of his transac- 
tions abundantly proves, A ship new- 
Jy arrived contained a crew, ready to 
respond to his solicitations to de 
sert, but only upon the promise that 
they would be sent to Chicago, where 
Wages for lake mariners were, at the 
time, high, and alluring, He readily 
made the required promixe, and car- 
ried it out by shipping them 
dazed by liquor, upon a ship bound 
for Liverpoo), so salving his con- 
science and gratifying his friends by 
a display of wit, at the same time 
by inserting in the shipping papers 
as to destination, Chicago, via Liv- 
erpool. 

if the apologists . of this Dlicit 
trade could have at any time discov- 
ered one redeoming feature, they cer- 
tainly failed to, and were silent > on 
the subject, as the feverish days of 
shipping from 1850 and onward pro- 
duced a syste; of terrorisin, sud® as 
shocked society. The Knife was bus 
ily at work, and above the yells of 
combat, Which issued constantly from 
the arenas in whieh the seamen 
fought, the cry of murder was too of- 
ten plainly heard. Many were torn 
from the decks of ships by hired 
gangs of rutlians and driven lke 
sheep into these haunts of | infamy. 
Even mates were shanghaied, and 
shipped as common sailors, in spite 
of their appeals and protests. ‘To | up- 
ply a waiting ship and secure an 
advance note, hidnapping in open day 
Wax not unconunon. Here is a note 
from a journal of the time: 

“The master of the Juno reports 
that, having cont his carpenter on 
shore to obtain certain bolts necded 
for the windlass, he was overpowered 
on the wharf by a crimp, thought to 
be Patrick Dyer, and carried on board 
an American ship, which sailed im- 
mediately after for Rio.” 

‘The open raids upon anchored ships 
ended by a murder, brutal and cow- 
ardly, and brought the authorities to 
understand that matters of this kind 
had gone already too far, and that 
Steps must be taken to crush out the 
evil. 

A ship tying fn the streain§ was 
boarded at about ten o'clock one 
night by a man named Doherty, a 
runner for Michacl Hayden, a well- 
known crimp of the port. The night 
Watchman gallantly resisted the ef- 
forts of the ruflian to remove the 
crew, Whereupon Doherty drew a re- 
volver and shot him dead. Making 
his way to shore, he was hidden by 
the fraternity so cloverly, that the 
police never discovered his place of 
ually made his eseape dressed “as a 
conceal t, and the murderer event- 
ually made his escape dressed as a 
wotnnn, 

In fact the crimp himself has dis- 
appeared from his old haunts beneath 
the gray cliffs of Quebec, and he has 


while 





no successors, One alone of those 
who carried on that terrible trade 
is still olive, doing a quiet sailor 
boarding house business in a small 
way, a survival of a past in which 
he bore a part himself, but of better 
repute than his associates. Of the 


rest, some fell in conflict, some were 
drowned whilo engaged in their iog- 
al calling, some lived to a green old 
ago, but all have passed away, re 
pentant Ict us hope, of their dark 
decds. 

The system became impossible not 
from prosecution by an offended law, 
but because the rapid decline in ship- 
ping. which rendered the once busy 
“wharves and coves of Quebre lonely 
and silent, robbed the crimps of their 
victims, and cloxed them up forever, 
They stayed for a time to gaze with 
saddencd cyes at the steamships pass- 
ing upward to Montreal, and looked 
in vain for the lofty sails which in 
the old conditions came thickly from 
the cast, to provide them with what 
they had come to consider us their 
natural prey. Then such as could 
moved away—to Vensccola or Savan- 
nah—and such as could not sought a 
living as stevedores or timber tow- 
ere. 

A great quiet fell upon that once 
riotous scene, and respectability 
throw its cloak over tho district 
where they had so long abounded vio- 
tenes. license and murder, 

Will the old dead and buricd hore 
rors return to life ever agnin with 
that revival in trade, to which Que 
hee looks confidently forward? Not 
likely! A new generation has come, 
incapable of the’ atrocities which 
inarked the life of that one past and 
rone. Here too those interested in 
the welfare of the sailor have insti- 
tuted concerts and receptions, at 
which the seamen Visiting the port 
fan procure those innocent amuse 
ments for lack of which, Perhaps, so 
many fought the vile dens of the old 
time crimps, to their own undoing.—

BY AIR AND ELECTRICITY. 





New Method of Signalling Adepted in 


Parts of England—Power Supplied 


Direct to Foints Required. ‘ 


A systom of clectro-pncumatic sig- 
nailing has been installed ‘by the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
Company at the new Dolton sta- 
tion, now approaching completion. 

The system employed depene's for 
its action upon a combination of air 


; and electricity, The points. and sig- 


nals, instead of being operated by 
means of rods und wires, necessitat- 
ing considcrable manual - power, are 
operated by alr motors, one of which 
is connected to cach pair of points 
and each signal. 

The motors are driven by coinpress- 
ed air at a pressure of about 70 
pounds per squaro inch, and are plac- 
ed in all cases as close as possible to 
the points ‘or signals which they op- 
crate. 

Each cylinder is provided with 
valves to control the inlets from the 
alr main, and these valtes art open- 
ed and closed by means of electro- 
quagnets uctuated by electric  cur- 
rents from the signal-box. Thus the 
power is applied directly at the point 
at which its services are required, 
and is subject to the central control 
of the signalman. This control -is 
exercised by means of a frame of mine 
jaturo Jevers. 

Ample) measures are provided by 
means of auxiliary clectrical circuits 
to qUatd against: a signal being 
lowered unless the points which it 
controls are actually in their correct 
position, and in the case of facing 
points to ensure that they are also 
securely bolted in that position 

Anvingenious fenture is what is 
hnown asthe — ‘‘check-loching ar- 
rangement. ‘This ensures that until 
the movement of a point or signal 
has been fully completed the lever in 
the signal-box which is concerned is 
checked when about three-quarters of 
its stroke is accomplished, 

As svon as the signal or point 
Inovement, as the case inny be, is 
properly completed, the ‘cheek-lock”’ 
is electrically removed and the sige 
natinan is enabled to pull the lever 
fully over. Until ke has done go the 
Inechanical Joching in the frame pre- 
vents the movement of any. contin- 
Kent point or signal levers, which 
are thus held locked, untilthe move- 
nent of any necessary points has 
actually been completed.

TWO TROLLEYS MET.

War Ofice Adopts New Type of Cartridge 
Bandeliers, 


The War Offico has adopted a new 
pattern of cartridge bandolier and 
pouch for the army, says ‘The Lon- 
don Daily Mail. Tenders ore now 
invited Yor tho supply of bandolicrs, 
pouches and other cquipment—123,- 
550 bandoliers to carry 50 rounds 
of ammunition, 25,000 carrying 90 
rounds, 247,100 pouches to carry 10 
rounds, and 247,100 pouches to car- 
ry 15 rounds, All to be made of 
leather, the bodies of the bandolicra 
of split cowhide, the pouches of 
bridle Icather. 

The new bandolier is a collection of 
small pouches fastened upon oa wide 
strap, The ninety-round variety has 
a curjous doublo buckle to rest on 
the soldier’s shoulder and to carry 
tha steadying strap. The pouches aro 
smal), and carry ten rounds of am- 
munition, ‘They are narrower at the 
bottom than the top. Their fastcn- 
ing flap is very large. 

Each contains a leather tongue 
fastencd at tho bottom, and taper- 
ing very fine at its other end, to be 
folded round a clip of cartridges, so 
that the pulling of its loose end will 
bring it out instantly. The extra 
pouches are of the same type as 
those for the bandolicrs, except those 
} to carry fifteen rounds, which are to 
have no leathern tongue. 

This type gy bandolicr resembles 
that which as employed by tho 
Bocrs. Tho old type of bandolicr 
used by English soldiers in .tho war 
was made of webbing, and carried 
cartridges horizontally packed in 
separato divisions. It was found to 
bo uscless, as it worked loose and 
lost ammunition. Then a long flap 
was added, which, fastened, kept tho 
cartridges in their places, but was 
useless, too, for the buttons did not 
hold the fap. Then came banudolicrs 
of tho old type, with Maps for every 
ten, six, five, or four cartridges. 
Those with flaps for five were uscful.

They had gone to the store 
house in the tiaval yard to get these,

WAR OFFICE REFORMS. 


Premier Balfeer Speaks, aad = Blemes 
Liberal Goverament For Deliberate 
Pelloy of Starving the Army. 


London, Nov. 28,—Premier Balfour, 
presiding at the annual banquet of 
the United Service Club last night, 
delivered a specch which was devoted 
entirely to the reforms instituted by 
the War Office and which avoided the 
fiscal question, He said he hoped that 
the War Office Advisory Committee 
would quickly evolve a- satisfactory 
result from its investigations. Mr, 
Balfour defended the Secretary of 
State for War, who, he said, had to 
face a more complex problem than 
that now before the War Minister of 
any other nation, on account of the 
vast scope of British territory. 

He blamed the Liberal predecessors 
of the present CGoverninent for their 





deliberate policy of starving the 
“army, which policy had resulted in 
the diMcylties experienced — in the 


South African war, notwithstanding 
tha cflorts of the present Government, 
which did its utmost to bring the 
arny up to an efficient standard. Sle 
contended that the army as framed 
by the Unionist Government operat- 
ing through Lord Lunsdowne and 
Lord Wolseley, had performed a feat 
in South Africa that no nation nad 
ever attempted, or had ever carried 
out, but, he said. no enthusiastic 
Gratitude had been displayed to those 


who were responsible for this result. 
If the army in the condition in which 
it had been left by ord Posehcry's 
Administration. sald the Premier, 
“it to yovthrough the South African 
campaign, it would have met with 
illimitable dixasters. 

Mr. Balfour said it was not his ine 
tention to apologize, becnuse he did 
not consider that an apology was ne 
cessary, but when he found Sir Hen- 


ry Campbell-Bannerman and Lord 
Rosebery denouncing the present 
Government's military policy and 


thought of their own conduct of milf- 
tary affairs, he "felt his gorge rise.’* 
He thought that for very shame the 
Incmnbers of the Rosebery Govern- 
anent would have preserved ga discreet 
silence. He did not wish to minimize 
the magnitude of the miscalculation 
which had been made in South Afri- 
ca, but it was a miscalculation of 
which the whole military profession 
was alike guilty, if guilty was the 
word, and it was not due to the mal- 
administration of the War Office. 

In regard to the future, | Premier 
Balfour said he did not believe that 
a large army was required for home 
defence. ‘The great military problem 
was defence of the large Indian fron- 
tier against the great, and he was 











glad to think, friendty Eenpire * of 
Stussia. For that reason he vuphati- 
cally repli to those who wanted 
Lord Witchener in London at tho 


head of the army that the Himalay- 
as Was where the General ought to 
be. ’ 

In conclusion, tf Premier main- 
tained that conscription never had 
been and never could be used to de 
fend outlying poxsessions. In thé ul- 
timate resort Great Pritain must de- 
pend upon the free will of a free 
People.

HOUSES OF CONCRETE. 


New Iden Im Construction Gives 
Ptomise of Success, 
* Dwelling bouses and factory bulld- 
ings with concrete walls, in which the 
concrete has been molded in place in 
large masses, have become eompara- 
tively gommen, but in recent years a 
of hollow concrete block con: 
struction hgs been introduced, which 
in spme rr ‘ts appears to promise 
even greater advantages. Such hol- 
low concrete block houses are, in a 
meagure, bighly developed exainples of 
the remarkably durable adobe houses 
of Moxico and the southwest of the 
United States, which, though built sim- 
ply ef large sun dried blocks of clay, 
appear as though hewn out of one sol- 
{4 mass and have been found to suc- 
cessfully resist both great heat and 
heavy tropical rains. 

Walls built of bollow concrete blocks, 
with their inclosed air spaces, tend to 
keep houses warm in winter and cool 
ip summer, and the only problem of 
gatisfactorily building them has been 
that of cost. This, however, we are 
told, has now been solved by a ma- 
chine which turns them out quickly 
and cheaply and in all desired sizes. 

ne molds are made with remorable 
sides, and after the block of concrete 
bas beén formed these sides are swung 
out of the way and the bloak can be 

tefl out and left to thoroughly sct. 

rogyes apd tongues can easily be 
formed in the blocks, enabling them to 
be rigidly tieg together in bullding up 
a wall, and openings can also be pro- 
vided in them to ive the ends of 
floor beams, the jolnts belog subse- 

ently filled with cofment, if desired, 
© Insure greater security. 

Many houses bave of late been built 
with such blocks, and their popularity 
seems to be on the increase. In ap- 
pearance such concrete block walls re- 
semble masonry. In fact, the blocks 
can be fashioned after almost any de- 
sired pattern.—Cassler’s Magazine.

A Paradox Explained, 

Why does not a man welgh a pound 
more immediately after eating a pound 
welght of food? A little reflection will 
readily explain this apparent mystery. 
During the process of mastication, de- 
flutition, ete, certain muscles are 
brought into active play, and the exer- 
cise of any muscle necessitates a tem- 
porary waste of its tissucs, and a cer- 
tain amount of carbon Is eliminated 
and passed off during the course of the 
meal. This loss, however, is triding a3 
compared with that due to respiration 
and perspiration, both of which are 
increased during the various operations 
of making a meal. 

The length of time one may take to 
consume a pound of food makes but 
little difference to those losses, for if it 
1s eaten IJelsurely there Is but slight 
increase of respiration or perspiration, 
wherens if it {s hurried through both 
fre abnormally accelerated. Hence by 
the time the pound is eaten the con- 
sumer has lost appreciably in molsture 
and tarbonic acid.

BELL FOUNDING. 


It Is am Ancient Art, Its Origin 
Shrouded In Antiquity, ; 

The art of bell founding is undoubt- 
edly of great antiquity. The Saxons 
are known to have used bells in their 
churches, although probably. but small 
ones, for the Venerable Bede, writing 
at the end of the seventh century, al- 
Judes ‘to them in terms which segm to 
show that they were not unfamiliar 
things. The towers of the Saxon pe- 
riod have belfries of considerable dl- 
mensions in most cases, and at Crow- 
Jand abbey, in south Lincolnshire, 
there was a famous peal of seven bells 
many years before the Normon con- 
quest. : 

The monks at that time and for long 
after were the chief practitioners of 
the art of bell founding. Their bells 
were rarely witbout inscriptions, often 
in Latin, containing perhaps some ob- 
scure joke, the point of which is quite 
Tost. More often they were of a re- 
ligious nature, sometimes, we fear, not 
unmixed with a dash of superstition, 
as when tbe bell declares that its 
sound drives away the demons of the 
air who caused pestilence and famine, 
lightning and thunderstorms, 

As a rule, unfortunately, they pot 
no dates on their bells, a defect 
which has been In some measure over- 
come by the researches of many en- 
thustastic campanologists, but which {fs 
likely to keep the early listory of bells 
abrouded in darkness for n long time 
to come.—Gentlemau’s Magazine,

‘Every intelligent Student hag ’been 
impressed with tho inexorable se 
quences of natural catses. If a man 
standing. upon the top of the Eiffel 
Tower in Paris should leap froin sts 
summit, his body would bo whirled 
round and round until if was at last 
dashed’ into o mangled heap of un- 


recognizable ficsh when it struck the 


earth below. Why? The attraction 
of gravitation which-dragged that 


body down could not be overcome by 


the vibrating ann as it is by ‘the 
wings of a bird, which, Jaunched from 
such a height, could arrest its fall in 


midair and fy higher and higher un- 


til it disappeared into the blue sky 
of the heavens’ dome. There is an 
inevitable sequence in nature’s laws. 
There is a natural sequence in spiri- 
tual laws. If a man plants the 
right seed for q spiritual harvest, he 
will reap a spiritual harvest. If he 
plants sinful seeds, he shall reap a 
sinful harvest. Furthermore, by the 
same kin of reasoning, after a 
man’s carthly life's work is done, 
whether it be well or Hadly done, it 
is done forever, It is like 2 tree 
which has fallen to the north or to 
the south. *‘In the place where the 
tree falleth there it shall be.” 

1am going to-use for my pulpit 
the trunk of a fallen tree upon which 
we have rested in our wanderings 
through the woods. I do not care 
whether this tree lies upon the steep 
mountain side covered with moss and 
creeping ivy, whether it spans some 
brook or whether it lies at the foot 
of a great precipice over which it has 
tumbled. The only thing 1 do care 
about is that this trunk should have 
fallen of its own accord. By that I 
mean it has not been cut down by a 
woodman’s ax. When we study tho 
Jaws of nature as synibols of the 
Spiritual life we must study them in 
their simplicity. We must study 
them os nature was studied by King 
Solomon, who evidently spent as 
much time roaming over the Judean 
hills as he did in the Jerusalem 
palace, 

A tree may live to be very old; but 
stter all, there inust come a time 
when the tree's life shall cease to 
exist. Then, after it totters and 
falls, it-is nlways a dead tree, What 
has been done by that tree has been 
done forever. Some trees have been 
known to live 100, 500, 1,000 and 
Some are e¥en supposed to have Hv- 
ed 5,000 years. Lut, though the tree 
may live 5,000 years or even longer, 
there comes a tiny when that tree 
must fall. Then a fallen tree is al- 
Ways a dead tree. So there must 
come a time when a man’s earthly 
life is done, and it is done forever. 
“In the place where the tree falleth 
there it shall be."’ ‘ 

Is it not a startling thought that 
after a man’s heart ence ceases to 
beat he cannot change anything in 
his past life? Is it not an over- 
whelming fact that aman with all 
the mental powers of a Gladstone 
cannot arrange his papers after he is 
once dead, but had to ave them all 
to his litcrary exccutor? Oh, how 
often wo have heard this sentence in 
a house where there has lately been 
a sad funeral: ‘If I coukt only bring 
him back for a few moments to ask 
him what he would like me to do 
about this matter!’* But the fallen 
‘tree is @ dead tree. What that tree 
has done is done forever and can 
never be undone. What has been left 
undone is Icft undone forever. 

A dying man’s last gasp is even 
more: significant and overwhelming 
than a newborn baby’s first cry. Ono 
ds the rising, the other the setting, 
sun. The one is the first word of a 
story which is about to be told and 
may be told well; the other is the 
Jast word of the last sentence of the 
Inst page, when the story is ended. 
One is a bird's note sung among the 
growing leaves; the other is the 
svapping of a trunk when the old 
tree jis about -to make its last 
plunge and go down with a crash, 

Living man may once have becn us 
strong os the great tree for whose 
life George P, Morris plended with 
eloquent Verse, but when the human 
being is dead he cannot even lift him- 
self into the coffin which may have 
been made from the tree trunk which 
his own hands hewed down. He can- 
not even walk out to his own grave, 
but has to be carried there like a 
helpless log being dragged to the 
dum. One second after the pulse has 
ceased to beat he cannot rise his 
little finger one inch or change one 
word in his last will and testament 
any more than a fallen tree trunk, 
if it had the power of thought, could 
lift itself and stand upon the ragged 
stump which the buricd roots ure 
still anchoring in the ground and livo 
its life over again. Choice may Lo 
given to the living man—choice toa 
live right or wrong; choice to reach 
after tho higher or the lower life— 
but the timo will come when Dian, 
like the tree, which may live imany 
centuries beyond the age of man, 
shall fall. Then there will be no 
power of choice. What has been dono 
by him is done and never cun bo 
changed, What has been left undone 
by him will be left undone and will 
never,. never be done by him as long

“The fallen tree is a dead tree, 
which nearly always falls in the dir- 
ection it has grown. I say nearly, 
because there are exceptions, which, 
though rare, do occur. Once in’ a 
great while qa tree docs not fall in 
the dircetion in which it-has grown, 
A city merchant, loving nature’s 
wildest haunts, might go into the 
swoods to build theresa little cottage. 
The sito is selected near the bank of 
a running stream. When the founda- 
tions are laid the architect finds that 
an-old tree is leaning dangerously to- 




























of the trees untouched, but fearing 
lest the treo might fall upon his fu- 
ture home” and injure ‘some ono, he 
gives orders to the workmen to cut 
the tree down. The ropos are tightly 
twisted about the branches and tied 
ito other trees growing in’ an | op- 
posite direction from the house, The 
sharp ax begins to bury its head 
into'the wood. The workmen. pull. 
With mighty groan the old forest 
monster falls whore it nover seemed 
likely to go. Or a tornado sweeping 
up the valley might push the treo 
over in a direction toward which it 
had never Ieaned. But these excep- 
tions are very rare. They are as cx- 
ceptional as the man who has al- 
ways lived a bad life and at the last 
moment is converted by a deathbed 
repentance and who is thereby able 
to fall, when the clock is striking 
12, into the outstretched arms of a 
loving Christ. Most trees—indced, it 
might be said practically all trees— 
when' they ‘dio fall in the direction In 
which they have grown. About tho 
treo’s' trunk and above the tree's 
roots are the great ever Influcncing 
laws of specific gravity. If a tree 
Jeans a little to the right, it almost 
invariably falis to the right; if to 
the Jeft, it falls to the left. 

When a man comes to div, as a 
rule, the only thing he can do is to 
dic. When the messenger comes, ho 
fias not any inclination to think 
about anything else but dying. If 
the fatal disease gnaws at the vitals 
for many months and perhaps years, 
the doctors and nurses and loved 
ones conceal the truth from the pat- 
ient for fear of deprossing him, Or 
death comes like a stroke of light- 
ning out of a clear sky. It comes, 
as it did to my father, one moment 
clear brained and on a preaching 
tour, tho next upon a deathbed and 
unable to speak a word, 

Death often comes suddenly—as a 
thief, as a watch in the night. A 
man dies as ao tree falls. He dies as 
he has lived. Among all the Bible 
records there is but one exception to 
this rule, The pages of the Bible 
contain only one account of a death- 
bed repentance. “‘Oh,"’ said a young 
man in my Pittsburg church, “1 am 
80 sorry you said there are no death. 
bed repentances."" “"No,"’ answered 
an elder, ‘he never said that. He 
said that though you might want to 
repent upon your deathbed-in all 
probability you will have no tfine to 
repent. You will have only time to 
die. You might repent if you would, 
but you will not.” Deathbed 9 re 
pentances are as except ional among 
the human race as it is for a tree in 
tho forest untouched by human hand 
to fall in a» different direction from 
the way it has grown. 

The fallen tree is a dead tree, the 
influence of whose past life never 
dies, ‘Trees have an carthly mission. 
They are mighty factors in the plan- 
et’s daily life. Atmospheric changes 
are more or less influenced by trees. 
loughts and freshets are often 
caused by the lack of trees. Many 
countries of the far cast haye becn 
absolutely ruined by the ruthless de- 
struction of the forests. From an in- 
habitable country they have been 
yhanged into great Wastes oF arid 
deserts. So the influence of a human 
life, like that of a tree, never dies, 

Earthly demise would not be ap- 
palling if when a man died the bad 
he did while upon the  ecurth should 
die with him, But the trouble is 
that the bad lives on as well as the 
good, The wonderful book of Eugeno 
Sue called **The Wandering Jew" is 
founded upon a well hnown Noman 
legend. Jt runs, that when Christ 
had wen condemned in Pilate’s judy- 
ment hall, the Jewish doofkeeper 
wtruck ot bln and cricd: ‘‘Move on, 
man! Move on faster! Why dost thou 
linger? Move ont"? With that the con- 
demneg Christ turncd and said, “1 
will go, but thou shalt remain until 
I come."" And 40, says the legend, 
the brutal Jewish doorkeeper wan- 
ders up and down the world, begging 
God for death, but he cannot dic. 
Ife cannot die. ‘Though that is only 
a legend, it is a solemn truth that 
every good word we have spoken or 
evil deed we have done lives on after 
we are dead. They live on in « the 
lives of others with whom we come 
in contact. We live on in the good 
we have done. Or we shall live on 
after we are dead in the ovil we have 
done to our neighbors, Down through 
the centuries has the evil been per- 
petuated of that first sin, when a 
tempted man and woman plucked the 
fruit hanging from the branch of a 
tree. So through all time the influ- 
ence of our lives for good or evil 
shall go on bringing forth fruit. 

There is another significant reason 
why the dead tree nearly always falls 
in the way it has grown—the direc-~ 
tion is determined by the influences 
which were at work upon its younger 
life. The proverb declares that “old 
trees cannot be transplanted."" ‘The 
knots are too big. ‘The trunk is too 
bent. ‘The branches are too heavy. 
The roots are too wide to be lifted 
and moved, — The imperfections of 
trees may be the more readily recog- 
nizable in their old age, but the in- 
fluences. which caused the tree to 
grow to the north or to the south 
nearly always do “their work. for 
good or evil when the trees are hard- 
ly more than mere saplings. If this 
fact be true, is it not of utmost fin- 
portance that parents should’ care- 
fully look after the work of rearing 
their children? A middle-aged man 
said to me, rome time ogo: “The 
most awful realization that 1 have of 
life's duty is that Io am a father. 
When [ look back and see the influ- 
en*e my Parents had upon my tile, 
and when I sce’my boys every day

Grafting may 
be accomplished in many different 
ways. In budding grafting a bud is 
selected. Then « strong young branch 
is cut crosawise with a sharp knife. 
Then the bud is placed upon the bare 
branch and the four pieces of bark 
are joined at the bud’s base and the 
wound is covered over with Japa- 
nese matting. So the younz human 
trees niay be ingrafted. They can 
have Christ's perfections in all their

into the Christian life so gradualiv 
and sweetly that they will not be 
able to tell the exact moment of 
their conversion.

This was 
the way Baxter and Bunyan and 
Jerry McAuley and Harry Monroe 
and the sevenieviled Mary of anci- 
ent and modern times have been con- 
verted, Whole branches of sin, 
which have been growing for many 
years upon these sinful trunks, have 
been cut off Gnarled and worm 
eaten and disease producing branches, 
which have only produced poisonous 
leaves of sin, have becn lopped of, 
nnd into these sinful trunks have 
heen ingrafted the Jong, healthy, 


growing branches of the tree of life.” 


My brother, froin tho oldest and the 
Weakest and the poorest and the 
most twisted of lmman trees there 
is still hope that the branches of the 
beams of Uhe cross can be ingrafted 
insthem if they are only wiljing to 
have chopped of their branches of 
sin and to let Christ do the ingraft- 
ing. 

Sut there is one thought of my 
text which ought to be cmphasized. 
T do not belicve many people have 
stopped to fully consider it. All fall- 
en trees are dead trees. Yes. Mut 
pome trees which ure not fallen may 
be dead trees also. As we have 
said, the wholw life of the tree is in 
the bark or the outside of the tree, 
‘There the sap flows up and down. 
There the connection is made . he 
tween the roots of the tree and the 
leaves. If that bark can be once 
broken so that the sap cannot flow, 
then the tree dies. A short distance 
from my late country home a farm 
hand became angry at his employer. 
One night he took a knife and went 
into the orchard and cut a circle of 
the bark off each tree. In one night 
tho man Killed between fifty ‘and 
sixty trees.

That Emerald is Lost By the 
Finding of Cabin Wreckage. 








Marine Men, Friends of Capt. MeMaster, 
State Fesitively That the Pieces. of 
Wreckage, Found at Cebdeurg and 
Pert Mepe, Yermed a Pertion of the 
Craft's Cabin—Vessel Mad Been Due 
im Teorente a Fertsight. ° 


Port Hope, Nov.-: 30.—Capt. Wil- 
Hams of Toronto, and Capt. Wood- 
cock of Fesscrton, two lifelong friends 
of Capt. McMastcr of the: missing 
schooner Emerald, came here yester- 
day from Toronto and searched the 
shore near this town. About ons 
mile east’ of Gull lighthouse they 
found part of the schooner. ‘The 
shutter of a cabin window and the 
top of a provision box were posi- 
tively Identified as portions of the 
missing vessel. The two captains 


fear she has been lost with ajJl on 
board. 
All Mepe Gene. 
Toronto, Nov. 30.—The last fnint 


vestige of hope touching the safety 
and well being of the schooner Em- 
erald has been destroyed. Yesterday 
a party composed of marine men, 
friends of Capt. McMaster, went 
down to Cobourg by the early :norn- 
ing train to examine — the, wreckago 
reported to have been washed o-* ore 
at that point, and their inspe:.ion 
sounded the death knell of the hopes 
that members of the family, and a 
large number of anxious friends, have 
been half-heartedly clinging to. Wat- 
er sodden and defaced by exposure 
though they were, the fragments of 
wreckage conveyed their own omin- 
ous and fateful significance to cyes 
familiarized to the sight of the Em- 
erald, and there if no doubt remain- 
ing in the minds, of any member of 
the party as to the connection the 
driftwood bears to the disappearance 
of the ill-starred schooner. 

What had drifted ashore wax a por- 
tion of a cabin, and the color and 
Rraining of the wood are identical 
with those of the Emerald’s cabin,

Edward Farrer Writes That Yrench-Cana- 
d@iaus Want Ne New Imperialism ad 
@thers Balkeon Armaments, 


London, Nov. 30.—(C.A.P.)—Ed- 
ward Farrer, writing in ‘The Con- 
temporary Hevicw, says tho French 
Canadians are dead against the new 
Imperialism? and 76 per cent. of tho 
English-speaking Canadians will — re- 
fuse to carry the burden of Impcrial 
armaments, 

He quotey Sir Charles Tupper and 
Mr. Borden in support of tho view 
that both political parties in  Can- 
ada are not satisfied with the pre- 
ference to Canadian wheat; but in 
almost every line affected by the in- 
torcolonial preference Canada does a 
bigger trade with the city of Buflalo 
than with South Africa and Aus- 
tralla combincd. 

The theory of the new Imperialism 
was an unsafe doctrine, for once a 
colony always a colony. Canada is 
American now, and after the coming 
olections In the United States, New 
England and Minnesota will force the 
Republic to give better commercial 
terms to Canada. 

He says: ‘‘Canada’s destiny is fn- 
dependence. We are sutisfied with the 
present existing British connection, 
but ‘we are not going to allow the 
new Imperialism to degrade us nor 
break the faith and traditions of 
the New World to serve us as mer- 
conaries in the Old."*
